THE MARKETS:— 


WEEKLY REVIEW. 

While the markets have been rather quiet 
since our last, with few new features, the gen- 
eral feeling is one of steadiness, with every in- 
dication that the improvement recently estab- 
lished will be lasting. In pétroleum, however, 
there bas been a bad break in the market, the 
decline since our last being 20}4c. The primary 
cause ot this slump in prices was the flowing of 
the Anchor well at Kinzua andthe Kane at 
Kane. The secondary cause was the heavy 
“long” interest here, New Yorkers fully be- 
lieving that $120 oil was assured in the near 
future. There have been about ten failures, 
three of whom were some of the largest trad- 
ers on the floor. There have been wagers that 
the market will touch 75c before bottom is 
reached, 

The finaacial situation has undergone no 
changes. The supply of loanable funds is am- 
ple for all requirements, and the rates of do- 
mestic exchanges, coupled with the increase in 
the bank reserve, indicate that money is still 
coming flowing toward this center, There 
bas been a good demand, and in instances 
an extreme rate has been paid for call 
loans, owing to the peculiarities of the stock 
speculation. The regular rate is 2}4@3 per cent 
for call loans. Commercial paper is scarce and 


has been so for some time. This is considered 
a favorable feature of the trade situation, as it 
indicates that buyers are doing business on a 
conservative basis. There is an excellent de- 
mand for paper and gilt edged is taken readily, 
We quote 60 to 90 days’ indorsed bilis receiva- 
ble at 4@4}4 per cent; four months accept- 
ances at 44¢@5, and good single names, hay- 
ing four to six Months to run, per cent, 
The following are the a of exchange on New 
York: Savannah, buying }4 discount@par,selling 
premium, barleston, buying par, selling 
New Orleans commercial, 
discount; bank, nominal.

A HEAVY BREAK IN PETROLEUM 
VALUES. 

There has been a terribletumble in 
the price of oil. The market has liter- 
ally gone to pieces, and, buried in its 
ruins, are several well known specula- 
tors who were so unfortunate as to 
be largely long of petroleum. The 
price of certificates at the close last 
Tuesday was $110'%. At noon yester- 
day sales were made at 93c, a loss of 
nearly seventeen cents in four and 
one-half days. So heavy was the 
slump in petroleum that the stock 
market was visibly affected. Many of 
the Wall street traders who were in- 
terested in the crude market, were 
loaded up withoil. When the crash 
in values came they were compelled to 
sell some of their stocks to meet their 
oil margins, thus causing an uneasy 
feeling in stocks which fluctuated in 
sympathy with oil. There was a mis- 
taken belief that oil would ere long 
sell at $1 20, and that there was no 
danger of the market selling below 
$105. The supporters of this idea 
went long on oil, and as a consequence 
were severely pinched. Those who 
persistently played the short side made 
lots of money. 

For weeks the situation in the field 
has favored a higher range of values. 
None of the many wildcats drilling were 
regarded as dangerous and New York 
firms who had scouts in the field re- 
called them. It was a fatal mistake on 
their part. When the Craig & Cap-

peau wildcat at Kane commenced to 
flow last Thursday, everybody was 
surprised. The well, which opened up 
a new field, was regarded as extremely 
dangerous. Glowing reports as to its 
fine showing started a craze to sell, 
which was intensified in the highest de- 
gree on Friday when the Anchor well 
in the Kinzua district, which had been 
drilled deeper, started to flow at the 
rate of 1,200 barrelsa day. The bulls 
lost heart when they heard this news, 
and the market dashed wildly down 
grade, begguring scores of operators as 
it went. It is notsafe even now to pre- 
dict that the bottom has been reached. 
The Kinzua district is flashy and treach- 
erous, ard already the Anchor well 
has shown signs of giving out, and 
yesterday was reported as doing less 
than 300 barrelsa day. Of the Kane 
wildcat but little can be said as it is 
still shut down, and there is no telling 
when it will be opened. What oil the 
well has produced has escaped past the 
plugs in the hole. As the well is sur- 
rounded on three sides by dry holes it 
does not seem probable that it will 
open a field of large dimensions. Until 
the Kane agony is over the market 
will be weak and vacillating with a 
downward tendency. 
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ERGOT STILL ADVANCING. 


Mail advices from Hamburg under 
late date confirm previous reports of 
the scarcity not only in that market, 
but in all the other centers, and also 
add that the arrivals in Hamburg of 
late have been entirely of old stock and 
that no new crop is obtainable. Deal- 
ers here who are anxious to obtain sup- 
plies are cautioned by their correspond- 
ents abroad against being too partic- 
ular as to quality,so difficult is it to find 
supplies of any kind. The annual con- 
sumption in this market is about sixty- 
five to seventy thousand pounds, al- 
though last year’s consumption is 
placed at seventy-five thousand 
pounds, while the entire stock on hand 
of all grades at the moment is thought 
by the principal dealers to be about 
twenty thousand pounds, and there is 
said to be practically nothing offering 
in Hamburg, as the only lot reported 
there of any moment amounts to but 
six thousand kilos, and is controlled by 
the principal holders here, 

In 1879 and ’80, when the market 
here was at seventy-five to ninety 
cents, the stocks both here and abroad 
were largely in excess of those of today 
and dealers state that the price at the 
moment should be much higher, but 
that any sudden advance always tends 
o check business, hence their advanc- 
ing prices slowly as they do. 

This market at the moment quotes 
Spanish at from forty-five to fifty 
cents and the German at from thirty 
to thirty-two cents. The stock here is 
being continually reduced and if these 
reports from abroad are reliable it re- 
mains to be seen how high the mar- 
ket will go.

THE OPIUM MARKET. 


Opium is now generally declared to 
be agood purchase at present prices. 
The firmness which set in a fortnight 
since, is believed to be the commence- 
ment of apermanent improvement in 
price, but the lack of confidence owing 
to the punishment served out to the 
principal operators in previous years, 
has prevented a speculative business 
in the article, which would otherwise 
add considerable strength to the mar- 
ket. The lessons from the opium 
syndicate are not yet forgotten and 
capitalists hesitate to place their money 
where they are in danger of being 
paralized by important reactions in an 
uncertain market. For this reason 
future fluctuations are expected to be 
regulated by legitimate supply and 
demand. The position of Smyrna 
opium was seldom more alluring to 
speculators than it is at present. The 


extremely low prices having been be- 
low the cost of production, naturally 
discouraged the poppy growers and 
they have toa large extent turned their 
attention to more lucrative pursuits 
while other natives engaged in that 
industry are now doing servicejin the 
battle field. The yield has been de- 
creasing for the past five years, but 
the price has declined in a ratio 
perhaps greater than the yield. Of 
the total exports of Asia Minor, the 
United States received more than any 
other nation The yield of opiumin Asia 
Minor in 1884 was 5,650 cases,or 941,000 
pounds, while the crop of 1881 reached 
the enormous amount of 11,000 cases, 
thus going to prove the decline in 
production. Some importance has 
been attached to the fact that mer- 
chants in China have lately been 
liberal buyers of Smyrna opium, 
which is unusual, as that country de- 
pends principally on Persian opium. 
As they seldom invest in Smyrna 
opium except at very low prices, it 
is believed the purchases in this in- 
stance were made on speculative ac- 
count,and would indicate confidencein 
ahigher market. American houses are 
also said to be larger buyers in the 
Smyrna market and that shipments 
were sent here direct. There is no 
significance attached to the latter 
statement, as the sales referred to were 
made to fill the usual wants of mor- 
phine manufacturers, and a few out- 
side lots were bought with the view 
of holding for a higher market. The 
total importations of all kinds of 
opium into the United States during 
the past four years ending June 30; are

The small amount imported in 1884 
was owing to the stocking of the mar- 
ket in 1883, in anticipation of the 
change in rate of duty, which was in- 
creased by act of March 3, 1883, from 
$6 to $10 per pound on smoking opium. 
The different places of export furn- 
ished the following amounts to the 
United States during the years named, 
the receipts from Australasia being

ASSOCIATION OF GLUE MAKERS. 


On Thursday last the manufacturers 
of glue met in this city at the Astor 
House and consumated a work which 
has been in progress since last August, 
by organizing an association to include 
all the glue makers of the United 
States. Unlike other trade organiza- 
tions, this one will in no wise attempt 
to regulate prices, in fact one of the 
articles of the constitution prohibiting 
any attempt to control prices of glue 
or glue stock by combination. Hence 
one of the elements which almost in- 
variably lead to discord in trade com- 
binations is dispensed with and adds 
to the probabilities for the success of 
the new association. The chief objects 
of the Association of the Glue Man- 
ufacturers of the United States, as it is 
called,are to further the common inter- 
ests of its members and to promote 
friendly intercourse. One of the first 
reforms it will undertake will he to 
put the factories into such shape as to 
secure reduced rates of insuranee, an 
object which has been placed in the 
hands of an efficient committee.

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ALKANET , ROOT INA BETTER PO- 
SITION. 

Alkanet root has been stiffening in 
price since the first of the year, but 
more especially within the last two 
months, owing to an increasing de- 
mand for coloring purposes. It is not 
known whether the use of it in the 
preparation of spurious port wine, or 
in the oil industry, has caused the 
article to grow in importance, but 
there is evidence of its usefulness in 
both branches, particularly the latter, 
as alkanet imparts a fine deep red to 
lubricating and other oils, and the de- 
mand for that purpose has gradually 
become enlarged. Druggists find it of 
value in preparing colored show bot- 
tles, mixing ointments, etc.,and for all 
purposes the article has been sold in 
the United States amounting to about 
30,000 pounds since January 1. It has 
remained free from speculative inter- 
est, the price generally fluctuates in 
one direction and unlike other articles 
in the drug line, it is seldom that the 
market is manipulated by the bull or 
bear interests. Supplies are regular 


and come from Austria and Italy. 
a 


REGARDING ORANGE MINERAL. 


The increased consumption of or- 
ange mineral during the past few 
years, owing to its use as the principal 
component in the so-called artificial 
vermilions, has caused a marked in- 
crease in the domestic production of 
this article, though the bulk of the 
stock placed upon the market annu- 
ally is the product of one or two large 
houses, which have made it a special 
article of manufacture. Constant im- 
provement, the result of many careful 
experiments, have been made in the 
quality and color of the American pro- 
duct, but it is stilla matter of almost 
absolute impossibility to produce the 
pigment always of a uniform color. As 
the operator is guided entirely by the 
eye in determining the color of orange 
mineral during the process of manu- 
facture, it frequently occurs that the 
resulting product varies in shade, 
either lighter or darker in degree than 
the preceding batch or lot. Hence it 
is possible that the complaints which 
some color manufacturers have made 
to us regarding deterioration of quality 
of the American have arisen from this 
difference in color between two or 
more samples of different brands or 
even between two lots produced at 
different times in the same factory, as 
actual deterioration is not observable. 

However this may be, the fact re- 
mains that since the first introduction 
of American orange mineral as a special 
product, it has gained great popularity 
with the makers of eosine vermilions, 
due undoubtedly to the care ang at- 
tention bestowed upon its production 
by the manufacturers. When artifi- 
cial vermilions were first introduced 
foreign makes of orange mineral were 
almost exclusively used in the finer 
grades, but as the American product 
approximated in color and quality,and 
in some cases fully equaled the im- 
ported brands, its competition soon 
began to tell upon the consumption 
and prestige of the latter. This is seen 
in the statistics of the imports for the 
past five years. It is impossible to give 
accurate figures in this case as in many 
instances entries were made by pack- 
ages instead of by weight, but we are 
able to approximate closely enough to 
show the marked diminution in the re- 
ceipts at the port of New York during 
three years. As shown by our tables 
the imports for the ten months ending 
November 1 in each of the years named 
were as follows:

It would appear from the above that 
the extreme limit was reached in 1883, 
the year in which the change in duty 
from an ad valorem to a specific rate 
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wasmade, The figures given for that 
year can not be taken as an indication 
of the amount consumed, as the quan- 
tity imported was rushed in to take 


advantage of the old rate during the | 


first six months of 1883. Since that 
year the imports of the foreign article 
have been ‘just about half what they 
were in 1881, when it first began to 
gain prominence as an ingredient in 
artificial vermilion. As there is now 
no surplus stock of foreign on the spot, 
that which accumulated in 1883 hav- 
ing been long since worked off, it 
would indeed seem probable that the 
statement that the domestic makes 
have largely taken its place in the 
production of the vermilion is quite 
true. The German brands are largely 
used, though without doubt there is 
not as much taken as formerly. As its 
color is its chief recommendation, and 
this is a desideratum with makers of 
artificial vermilicn, it will always hold 
an important position in the market. 
The French is not so much of a favor- 
ite, though since its price has been re- 
duced it has attracted a good deal of 
notice. English receives very little 
attention, so that hereafter the honors 
must be divided chiefly between the 
German and the American, the latter 
having somewhat the advantage in 
combining the desirable characteristics 
of the imported—the color of the 
German and the light specific gravity 
of the French.

THE PROSPECT OF AN INCREASED 
USE OF ANIMAL AND 
VEGETABLE OILS. 


The use of oil for calming dangerous 
seas has formed the subject of in- 
numerable articles in daily, commer- 
cial and scientific journals for several 
years and it would seem that nothing 
new could be produced in connection 
with it to arouse special interest in the 
minds of the public, or at least that 
portion of it which is concerned in the 
welfare of the oil market. Fresh in- 
est may be awakened among oil men 
by the fact that a large number of re- 
ports on experiments conducted by 
sea captains at the request of Capt. 
Bartlett, Chief of the Hydrographic 
Office connected with the Navy De- 
partment, shows the value and ad- 
visability of using oil for the protection 
of vessels during heavy storms, These 
experiments show that the animal and 
vegetable oils are best adapted to this 
purpose, such Oils as linseed, lard, 
whale and colza being preferred as the 
most effective in toning down heavy 
seas. From tie reports submitted it 
would appear that the best way is to 
allow the oil to drip slowly into the 
sea. Of several ways in which this 
may be effected the simplest is that 
proposed by a number of ship captains. 
It consists in stopping the drain pipes 
of wash basins, ete., with oakum, 
pouring the oil upon it and thus in- 
suring its economic distribution over 
the waters through which the vessel is 
passing. Pouring the oil directly into 
the sea has_ its drawbacks, which 
aside from economic reasons, would 
prevent its general adoption. It 
is demohstrated beyond doubt that 
a small quantity of oil is quite as ef- 
fective in emergencies as a barrelful, 
as shown by the experience of Captain 
Alot of the steamer Baramore, who 
in January last year, calmed a heavy 
sea with the oil obtained from cans of 
salmon, so that his boats were able to 
pass through it to the reseue of the 
crew of the disabled Kirkwood. 

In many cases the captains who have 
made experiments suggest that the oil 
should be distributed from the for- 
ward part of the vessel, as it operates 
more effectually when thus applied 
than in any other manner. The oil 
spreads rapidly and its effects are ob- 
servable in a very short space of time. 
With the practical results of so many 
experiments before them, and with 
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the active advocacy of Captain Bart- 





lett, who is a firm believer in this 
mode of protecting life and property, 
it is probable that ship owners will 
give more attention to the subject. 
Thus will be opened a new outlet for 
the animal and vegetable oils, many 
of which have been superseded by the 
petroleum products, and a consequent 
revival of a branch of the oil trade 
which has more than any other felt 
the depression of the past few years. 
It is probable however, that there will 
not be an immediate rush to establish 
new oil mills and factories in anticipa- 
tion of this prospective increase of con- 
sumption,

DRUG ADULTERATION. 

As elsewhere reported, the chemists 
of the New York State Board of Health 
are taking active measures to prevent 
the adulteration of drugs and are pre- 
paring material for entering into a war 
of prosecution against those known to 
manufacture impure articles for medi- 
cinal purposes. Drugs, above all other 
merchandise, should be free from for- 
eign unwholesome substances, and 
while the large traffic in the bogus 
goods is to be deplored, the manufac- 
turers and compounders are not alone 
to blame. In many instances drugs 
have to be prepared to please the eye 
of the consumer. If they are not 
“sightly” in appearance the consumer 


‘believes they are not standard in qual- 


ity, and if they lack the pungent odor, 
it certainly means a loss of streugth in 
the opinion of most buyers. Some 
drugs are doctored to satisfy exacting 
consumers, and very often poisonous 
substances have to be added to bring 
them up to the color and strength de- 
sired by the parties using them. The 
goods making the best appearance 
command the largest sale and artificial 
means have to be resorted to in some 
cases to make the articles saleable. 
They are not wanted in the natural 
state. On the other hand gvuvuds are 
adulterated with vile materials for 
the purpose of profit, and it is to this 
abominable feature of the trade that 
the Board of Health should give par- 
ticular attention. To co:rect the »ther 
evil consumers will either have to be 
educated differently or manufacturers 
compelled to adopt another method of 
doing business. The latter would 
gladly welcome a change which would 
make it unnecessary for them to fol- 
low expensive compounding if their 
goods would be received by the public 
on their true merits.

RESPONSIBILITY OF EMPLOYERS 
OF DRUMMERS. 

The Texas Court of Appeal has ren- 
dered a decision in a case of great 
importance to houses employing trav- 
eling salesmen, A merchant of Texas 
bought a bill of goods from a drummer 
on condition that he would not sell to 
any other dealer in the same town,and 
it was further stipulated that if the 
salesman did not adhere to his part of 
the agreement, the goods were not to 
be paid for. The drummer did not 
allow the verbal contract to interfere 
with his business in that part of Texas 
and sold to other parties in the vicin- 
ity. The merchant did not forget the 
terms upon which his goods were 
bought and when the bill was pre- 
sented, he positively refused to liqui- 
date the debt. The house selling the 
merchandise attempted to recover the 
amount by law and put in a plea that 
the agreement was made without thei: 
knowledge or consent, and being be- 
youd the scope of their agent’s author- 
ity, was not binding upon them. The 
Texas court held that the agreement 
was valid and that its violation relieved 
the defendant from the obligation o 
paying the value of the goods, on the 
ground that such a contract is within 
the scope of the agent’s apparent 
authority. 

In the New York courts, a contract 
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of that nature would no doubt be con- 
sidered in restraint of trade and there- 
fore illegal. The drummer in this 
case was so anxious to effect a sale that 
he made rash promises, the execution 
of which would operate against the 
welfare of the house he represented, 
and not realizing the importance of 
the agreement, he defied the law by 
seeking the trade of others in the same 
town. Hereafter commercial travelers 
will be more guarded in their utter- 
ances while in the Lone Star State.

GEOLOGY VS. THE OIL DRILL. 


The history of the past has demon- 
strated to the satisfaction of the prac- 
tical oil man that it is the drill and not 
the theoretical oil geologist that is so 
largely responsible for the discovery of 
the various oil rocks or producing 
sands that exist in the Pennsylvania, 
New York,Ohio and West Virginia oil 
fields. The labors of the geologist in 
classifying the rocks and explaining 
their scientific origin, have formed a 
welcome addition to the scant litera- 
ture extant upon that highly import- 
ant subject. When, however, the geol- 
ogist undertakes tolay out the proba- 
ble course of an oil pool or belt, or 
essays to outline the order of oil rocks, 
their thickness, and depth beneath the 
surface, and poses as an oil prophet, 
he is apt to overestimate his powers 
and make himself an object of the oil 
man’s ridicule. 

It is an indisputable fact that oil has 
been and continues to be discovered in 
unexpected nooks and corners in all 
parts of the country. In support of 
this statement we have the testimony 
of Mr. Edward Orton, State geologist 
of Ohio. Ina recent paper on natural 
gas he said: “Oil fields and gas fields, 
if one must tell the truth, have not 
thus far owed very much for their dis- 
covery or development to geology. The 
geologist is thus far obliged to follow 
the driller, not to lead the way,” There 
is a world of truth in that admission. 

Recently Mr. Charles A. Ashburner, 
geologist in charge of the Pennsylvania 
survey, published a pamphlet on the 
“Product and Exhaustion of the 
oil regions of Pennsylvania and 
New York.” The editor of the Oil 
City Derrick, who has’ watched 
with a keen and observing eye, the 
development of every field since the 
days of the Bullion excitement, and 
who is justly regarded as one of the 
best posted oil writers and statisticians 
in the country, took up Mr. Ash- 
burne’s brochure and in his pungent 
style literally riddled sections of it to 
pieces. He bluntly said that geologists 
do not dare advanee beyond what the 
drill has already shown them exists. 
Many of the oil producing sands, he 
asserted, were discovered simply be- 
cause the venturesome driller had sent 
the drill lower into the earth than the 
sand was thought by geologists to 
exist. 

Mr. J. P. Leslie, State geologist, did 
not relish in the least, the stricutres 
placed upon his associates in the fleld, 
He wrote a letter to the Derrick in 
which he complained that the work of 
the Geological Survey was grossly 
misrepresented. Then he went over 
the work preformed in the past and 
claimed that his Mr. Carll had told in 
his report long, before it was struck, 
that a fourth sand existed under 
the third sand in Butlercounty. Re- 
ferring to this statement the Derrick 
caustically said : 

The alleged fact that the fourth sand of the 
Butler group was discovered by the oil geolog- 
ist, is startling information. The oil geologist 
may have brought to the notice of scientists 
many interesting facts which were stale news 
to oilmen. The fourth sand, for example, was 
discovered by the drill on Armstrong run in 
1870, a period of four years before Mr. Carll 
was connected with the survey. The discovery 
of the fourth antedates the discovery of the 
so-called third sand of the Butler division. We 
might go back of the returns and show that 
the discovery of the fourth sand antedates the 
discovery of all the sands of the Butler group. 
For the sake of argument we might introduce 
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the Brady’s Bend wells drilled in 1865 as the 
actual locators of the fourth sand. Again in 
1872, two years before Mr. Carll’s connection 
with the survey, Mr. Morrison located with his 
drill the fourth sand at Greece City. Still later, 
in 1874, the year of Mr. Carll’s accredited con- 
nection with the survey, Mr. D. 8. Criswell tap- 
ped the unctious fourth rock on the Parker 
farm, subsequently known as Criswell City, 
With slight reservations we ‘are willing to ad- 
mit that the survey taught the oil men the 
Warren sands are lower than the Venango 
sands, and so on and so forth: the same con- 
cerning the Bradford sands. If the professor 
will admit it was the drill and not the oil geo- 
logist who had most to do with the original 
discovery of those rocks we shall get along har- 
moniously, at least until his young men make 
the next bad break. This so-called science is 
a@ post mortem affair at the best, Aa 


a historian the geoligist is a success. 
If all oil flelds contained exactly 
the same physical features the past 


work of the survey would be of some practical 
use to oil men. Unfortunately alike for the 
survey and the oi] people they are not. If 
there be no more to this so-called science than 
classification of rocks found by agencies other 
than their own efforts, it were time the public 
executioner drew the line at oil geologists. 


Mr Leslie in his letter asserted that 
the survey taught the oil men that the 
Venango sand formed a regular and 
persistent group, below which was no 
oil, in the country of the South and 
East. Our oil region contemporary 
disagrees with the geologist upon this 
point and thinks that oil does exist in 
the proscribed sections and that the 
drill will yet find it.

HARASSING PHILADELPHIA IM- 
PORTERS. 


Philadelphia drug, paint and dye- 
stuff importers have been sorely 
troubled over the red tape business 
and unnecessary exactions of the new 
collector of that port. In renewing 
their six months bonds, the collector’s 
office was made a general intelligence 
bureau where the private affairs of 
each bondsman had to be rehearsed in 
the hearing of the chief executive and 
that of his secretary or other persons 
who happened to be present. Sub- 
stantial citizens of the Quaker City 
were not ouly made victims of the col- 
lector's inguizitorial venom for hesi- 
tating to auswer unnecessary ques- 
tions, but were greatly humiliated by 
uncalled for remarks of the chief. He 
attempted to illustrate probably how 
a new broom sweeps clean, and other 
transactions in which his purpose was 
defeated would demonstrate that he 
had mapped out an aggressive policy 
against the importing merchants, The 
collector may be a good lawyer, but 
he should not convert his office into a 
court room and constitute himself 
judge and jury, with importers as 
felons. We are glad tolearn, however, 
that a change for the better has re- 
cently occurred, asthe following com- 
munication from Philadelphia, ad- 
dressed to this office will show. 

“The trouble about the Custom House bonds 
was because our new collector was an attorney 
and he thought a bond for $250,000 waa a big 
obligation and the sureties must be men of 
large means to goonsuch bonds. Whereas, 
the facts are, the duties are paid before the 
permit is issued, the goods are examined by 
the Custom House before delivery, and the 
liquidation of the entry cancels the bond, so 
that at no time is there any large amount pend- 
ing. We think he understands it now and we 
do not hear of any more trouble. We bave 
many new Officials and were they to continue 
the business in the good old standard ways of 
heretofore, they might think they were not 
earning their salaries.” 

A gentleman sends the following as 
one cause of the trouble:

It is stated that Mr. Foote, of the Geological 
Survey, has come across, during his operations 
about 20 miles from Trichinopoly, two veins of 
kaolin and felspar which promise to be of good 
quality. Instructions have been issued for 
these veins being investigated, as these mater- 
ials (the Jatter being calcined and used chiefly 
in the manufacture of plaster of Paris) can be 
utilized largely and is required much by the 
local school of art.--Madras Times. 


Mr. 8. M. Burroughs, of the London firm of 
Burroughs, Wellcome & Co. was in the city for 
afew days and made his headquarters with 
Fairchild Bros. & Foster, on Fulton street. 
He returned on the Etruria last Saturday. 
Mr. Wellcome of this firm was recently award- 
ed a medal by the Royal Humane Society, for 
saving a young lady from drowning, the par- 
ticulars of which have already been published 
in these columns. 


At the meeting last week of the New York 
State Board of Health, the chemists of the 
board reported their progress in examining 
food and drugs for adulteration. Their report 
revealed the existence of extensive departures 
from the standard in the case of drugs, but 
affecting commercial interests so large that it 
was deemed unwise to give publicity to the 
evidence until more certain results are de- 
termined and cases against offenders have been 
prepared. 


“There will bea disruption of the Window 
Glass Workers’ Association inside of two 
years,” was the remarkable statement made by 
amember of the organization last week in 
Pittsburg.

A new steamship line],between Germany and 
Australia, via India, has been subsidized by 
the German Government, the subsidy being 
£215,000 per year for carying the mails, The 
ships will be German built, manned by German 
officers and burning German coal. Mr. Center 
thinks the line foreshadows an aggressive com- 
mercial policy to secure the Australian trade. 
The Germans already own about two thirds of 
New Guinea, which island has an area of 300,000 
square miles, The German colonial influence 
is felt by the English and is much feared. It is 
expected that the Germans are about to de- 
velop their possessions in New Guinea. 


Most of the alcohol now produced in France 
is made from grain; but a certain propor- 
tion of it is obtained from the distillation of 
cider and perry; and even beet root, molasses 
and potatoes are made to furnish a spirit, 
though of a very inferior kind. An expert 
says that the grain spirit would be fairly 
wholesome if properly rectified, but this is, it 
appears, never the case; and he attributes the 
increase of insanity in certain of the depart- 
ments mainly tothe growing consumption of 
vile substitutes for the comparatively harmless 
French brandy of the olden times, 


The experiment of using waste coal in the 
giass furnaces has proved of great advantage. 
All the factories in Bellaire,O. are said to be now 
using at least half slack without changing their 
i{nrnaces at all, thereby reducing the cost of 
fuelin no small amount, The coal used by all 
of the glass factories in the past has cost 5 cents 
per bushel, and it required from 3,500 to 4,000 
bushels per week for each furnace. Now less 
than half that amount of coal is used and the 
balance of the heat produced by the use of 
slack. which is given away atthe mines, and 
the only cost attached to it is tor transporta- 
tion, 


It appears that in the value of foreign com- 
merce the United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Ireland stands first, Germany second, 
France third, and the United states fourth, 
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The total value of the foreign trade merchan- 
dise of these nations during the year 1883 was 
as follows; Of the United Kingdom, $3,563,- 
877,370. Germany, $2,450,428,745; France, 2,033,- 
885,544; the United States, $1,547,020,316, of crude 
or partially manufactured articjes. This isa 
significant fact, showing a steady growth in 
the demand for crude articles to be used as 
materials in the various processes of home 
manufacture, 

Reporting on the trade of Tamsui, China, the 
English commissioner of customs says that the 
trade in camphor is represented in the returns 
by such an insignificant figure that there is 
great fear of its total extinction in the near 
future. The immediate cause of its rapid col- 
lapse may be traced to the eagerness of the 
Chinese to acquire by all possible means as 
much territory as possible. During the last 
three years hills thickly wooded with camphor 
trees have been burned over by the Chinese, in 
order to compel the savages to withdraw. De- 
struction on so large a scale, naturally tells on 
the camphor trade. Forests of camphor trees 
do still exist farther inland, but the absence of 
all beaten tracks across the mountains renders 
them difficult of access. 


Much dissatisfaction has existed of late with 
the manner in which bichromate of potash has 
been sold. There has been no uniformity of 
price and cases are frequent where goods bave 
been sold at less than cost for the sake ot keep- 
ing the trade from a rival. At a recent meeting 
of the Drysalter’s Club. a plan was conceived 
which bas been matured, to obviate this 
difficulty. Dealers and manufacturers have 
agreed to adhere to manufacturers’ prices on 
five cask lots, at present 97gc, and to add to this 
Yc for three casks and 4c for one cask. All 
these prices are ex store. These prices are 
agreed upon not only by the Boston trade but 
by all New England dealers, that no manufac- 
turing center may be given an undue advan- 
tage.—Boston Bulletin. 


Messrs. Raboteau & Moses, 72 William street, 
have an unusually attractive display in their 
window, showing many wonderful and beauti- 
ful products of the ocean.

Ireland is having something new in a fight 
against ether,so much so that it is said that 
one of the members of the dicocesan synod of 
Armagh, at its recent meeting, made reference 
in discussing the report submitted on temper- 
ance, to a practice which exists in various 
parts of the north of Ireland, namely, the con- 
sumption of ether instead of whisky. A Jarge 
traffic exists in ether, more especially as it isa 
cheaper intoxicant than whisky. Several cases 
of insanity are stated to have occurred from 
the excessive use of ether, some at present be- 
ing in the Omagh and other lunatic asylums. 
The following resolution was adopted by the 
synod: **fhat the temperance committee be re- 
quested to endeavor to obtain legislation which 
will prevent the unrestricted traffic in ether 
and other noxious drugs, prevalent in certain 
Darts of the diocese.” 


A meeting of the lard trade was held on the 
Produce Exchange to consider an amendment 
to rule 6, bystriking out the clause “Provided 
that the seller will give free lighterage within 
the limits of New York harbor on lard tendered 
in the State of New Jersey.’’ The rule thus 
amended would read: “Deliveries must be 
made in New York at or south of Sixteenth 
street, North River, or in Brooklyn at wharf 
stores, or wharf south of the Navy Yard, or at 
suitable wharf stores at Communipaw, Jersey 
City, Hoboken or Weehawken, or at any rail- 
road terminus thereat having suitable wharf 
facilities for making such deliveries. Lard 
shall be delivered in lots of 250 tierces at one 
time and one place. There shall not be more 
than one lot of less than 50 tierces of one 
brand, Every order must have the weigher’s 
name and place of business indorsed thereon.” 
The object of the proposed amendment mak- 
ing Jersey City a pointof delivery was discuss- 
ed with considerable warmth, but the whole 
matter was finally laid on the table,

OBITUARY. 
JOHN W. GILLERMAN, 

It wus only a few weeks ago that the press 
announced the appointment of Mr. John W. 
Gillerman as manager of the lubricating oil 
department in Cleveland of the Standard Oil 
Company, and now his body rests in a Cleve- 
land cemetery. He had come to New York to 
make arrangements for assuming his new 
position and stopped at the Gilsey House. He 
contracted a severe cold while there and within 
three days died from pneumonia, while still a 
guest at the hotel. Mr. Gillerman possessed 
remarkable talents for business, as his short 
career demonstrated. He was only 26 years of 
age and leaves a little fortune as the result of 
his energy and perseverance, having started in 
the lubricating oil trade on his own account 
without any capital except what he saved from 
his salary previously earned while traveling for 
different oil manufacturers. Three years and 
a half ago, when only alittle over 22 years of 
age, he established the Lake Shore Oil Company, 
with the works in Cleveland. The undertaking 
met with great success and Mr. Gillerman en- 
joyed a large and growing demand for his 
brand of lubricating oils. He was an indefati- 
gable worker and night often found him 
toiling away in his office. All work and no 
recreation undermined his health, and when 
attacked by a severe cold, his constitution was 
not strong enough to resist a fatal termination. 
His integrity and true worth were fully recog- 
nized and appreciated by the oil trade and a 
large circle of friends mourn his loss. A few 
weeks ago he sold his refinery to the Standard 
Oil Company, and accepted the position re- 
ferred to above. He leaves a wife and two 
children.

Mr. Kelly’s circular to the proprietors pub- 
lished in your last week’s issue, reminds one of 
Van Amburg’s clown and his famous ditty:

How grand a sound begins to rise from the 
wholesale drug trade when danger appears to 
their pet rebate plan, and how very quiet, or 
even worse than that—active upon the money 
side—was this same voice while the retail trade 
was struggling with the same difficulty in an- 
other shape. We like to hear this leonine roar, 
it is amusing,and it sounds so magnificent, 
even if the occasion is only because a mouse 
has gnawed the huge creature's tail. We are in 
a condition requiring recreation, for we, too, 
suffered from the rodent’s teeth, and first en- 
dured, then kicked, and then—got left.

Inquiries at New Castle and New Castle Junc- 
tion for the parties spoken of as belonging to 
the company showed that there were no such

Onthe Detection of Adulteration in 
Oils. 


BY OSCAR C. 8. CARTER, 


The chemical examination of oils is a very 
important though much neglected study—im- 
portant from the fact that the oils which com- 
mand a high price in the market and are in gen- 
eral demand are frequently adulterated. The 
temptation to adulterate is great on account of 
the heavy increase in profit, and because the 
adulterant is very often difficult of detec- 
tion. Ihe purchaser is always at the mercy of 
the oil merchant, unless the oil be submitted to 
a chemical examination, ‘Our former Consul 
at Naples reported to the State Department 
that immense quantities of refined cottonseed 
oils are sent to Italy for the express purpose of 
sophisticating the native olive oil, for the rea- 
son that it can be brought to Naples and sold 
atlessthan half the cost of producing pure 
olive oil.” The cottonseed oil mixed with pure 
olive oil is exported to other countries. The 
price of fine salad oil is from three to four dol- 
lars per gallon, while cottonseed oil is worth 
from seventy to ninety ceuts per gallon. The 
oils commonly used to adulterate olive oil are 
colza oil, sesame oil and peanut oil. In the 
North of France poppy oil is used frequently 
because of its cheapness and neutral taste, and 
in Provence honey is used. In all probability 
glucose syrup has been tried. Linseed oil, the 
most important drying oil in the arts, so much 
used in varnishes and paints, is very often so- 
phisticated, Even the seed from which the oil 
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is made is mixed with other seed. In India 
flaxseed is grown with mustard and rape. In 
Russia various proportions of hemp and linseed 
are sown together. Hempseed yields an oil of 
an acrid odor, mild taste, and yellow color, 
used in Russ.a for burning in lamps and mak- 
ing paints, varnishes, and soap. The oils com- 
monly mixed with linseed oil are niger, cot- 
tonseed, fish, rosin, and coal oils. In this 
country lard is adulterated with palmnut and 
cocoanut oil; the latter is a white fat with the 
peculiar smell of the kernel. It was formerly 
made by grinding the kernel, boiling with 
water, and subjecting the paste to a great pres- 
sure; a large quantity of milky juice isso ob- 
tained, which is slowly boiled, and the oil sep- 
arates and is skimmed off. Twenty ordinary 
sized nuts yleld about two quarts of oil. The 
strong taste of these oils is an objection, and 
may prevent their general use as adulterants 
and for the manufacture of oleomargarine. 
Lard oil, which is obtained from lard, is very 
valuable asa lubricant for machinery, and is 
also used for greasing wool in spinning. It is 
frequently adulterated with fish oils and cot- 
tonseed oils. Lard oil is worth one dollar and 
twenty cents per gallon, while cottonseed oil 
is worth about one-half as much, 

The chemical analysis and detection of tho 
adulterated oil is sometimes simple, but gener 
ally it isa dificult and trying task, especially 
when three or more oils have been mixed. The 
determination of the percentage of oil used to 
adulterate is out of the question, and we must 
often be satisfied by simply proving that there 
has been a mixture without knowing the na- 
ture of it. But httle work has been done on 
oils compared to the vast amount of research 
given to other subjects, Chemists have avoided 
the study and analysis of oils as difficult and 
uninteresting. We owe almost all we know to 
the labors of Chevreul, and later to the re- 
searches of Prof. Allen and others. When oils 
are examined, chemical tests are the more im- 
portant,but the physical tests are also very use- 
ful. At the present time we have not a charac- 
teristic test for each oil, as we have for each 
metal, that will distinguish it when mixed with 
other oils or that will identify it when alone. 


When we examine an oil supposed to be 
adulterated, much can be accomplished by pro- 
- curing a sample ot perfectly pure oil, and sub- 
jecting them both to the same tests and observ- 
ing their behavior. A sample of lard oil sup- 
posed to be adulterated was received froma 
woolen manufacturer for examination. A 
specimen of perfectly pure lard oil was ob- 
tained, and they were subjected to the same 
tests. 

According to Professor Bechi, of Florence, 
the following test is reliable and delicate for 
detecting cottonseed oilin olive oil. The re- 
agent is a one per cent. solution of nitrate of 
silver in absolute alcohol. Place 5c. c. of the 
suspected oil in a glass flask, add to it 26 c. c. of 
absolute alcohol and 6 c. c. of the test solution 
of nitrate of silver, made as stated above. The 
flask is heated in a water bath at 84 deg. C. 
(direct heat must not be used). If there be 
any cottonseed oil present, the mixture will 
begin to darken, the most minute quautity 
serving to discolor, and the tint assumed will 
depend upon the amount of cottonseed oil 
present. The test depends upon the fact that 
cottunseed oil will reduce nitrate of silver, but 
olive oil will not. This reduction is also caused 
by rapeseed oil, but according to Bechi, pure 
olive oil will remain without discoloration un- 
der this test. While experimenting with the 
test, I thought it might be of service in detect- 
ing cottonseed oil in lard oil; accordingly the 
sample of chemically pure lard oil was treated 
witb absolute alcohol and nitrate of silver as 
directed, and then heated; there was not the 
slightest discoloration ,of the pure lard oil; 
even on standing for two weeks it did not 
darken, thus proving it had no action upon the 
nitrate of silver. The lard oil obtained from 
the woolen manufacturer was then tested in 
the same manner; when it had been heated for 
a few minutes, it began to darken and finaliy 
became quite black, thus proving that the lard 
oil was not pure, but mixed with some other 
oil. Iam not certain that the darkening is due 
to reduction; having made a series of experi- 
ments with salts of mercury, copper, and anti- 
mony and cottonseed oil to see if there would 
be any reduction, I obtained no satisfactory 
results, and no reduction was noticed, 

The elaidin test is sometimes very satisfac- 
tory, especially in detecting a mixture ofa 
drying and non-drying oil and detecting adul- 
teration of olive oil. This test depends upon 
the fact that olein and oleic acid in contact 
with peroxide of nitrogen yield a crystalline, 
soiid, fatty body fusible at 32 deg. ©, to which 
Boudet has given the name elaidin. ‘The nit- 
rous vapors made by the action of nitric acid 
on copper are passed through the oil, or it may 
be shaken with a fresh solution of mercurous 
nitrate, which has the property of retaining 
nitrous acid. Non-drying vegetable oils and 
most animal fats contain oleic acid. The fol- 
lowing oils contain a high percentage of olein: 
Olive, almond, rape, arachis (earthnut), castor, 
and the oils from lard and tallow, These oils 
form with nitrogen peroxide solid elaidin ofa 
white or yellow color, which in some cases is 
firm and resonant. The drying oils, such as 
linseed, hempseed and poppyseed oils, do not 
form solid elaidin with nitrous vapors, but re- 
main liquid for more than two days and be- 
come slightly colored. The elaidin test was 
applied to the adulterated lard oil and to the 
pure lard oil by adding an equal amount of 
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nitric acid (sp. gr. 1.40) and some vopper turn- 
ings. The elaidin produced by the pure oil was 
more firm and coherent than that of the adul 
terated oil, and was of a lighter color; 
also the nitrous fumes rose more rapidly 
through the pure oil. One curious fact noticed 
about the adulterated lard was, it could not be 
completely saponified with caustic soda; even 
when the latter was added in excess, a clear 
layer of unsaponified oil remained after sev- 
eral trials. This test clearly indicated adulter 
ation, as pure lard oil will completely saponify 
with caustic soda. Prof. Allen has proved 
that shark liver oil and African fish oil resist 
saponification. He tried to saponify the for- 
mer oil with aqueous potash, with a solution 
of potash in absolute alcohol, aud by heating 
it with solid potash, but it would not com- 
pletely saponify; this he thinks is due to the 
fact that it contains a body allied to choles- 
terin, but fluid at ordinary temperatures. 

Pure lard oil gives with nitric acid of sp. gr, 
1°33 a yellow color, approaching orange, 

The adulterated sample of lard oil with nitric 
acid of the same strength gave a distinct 
brown color on standing. That portion of the 
oil which resisted saponification with caustic 
soda was treated with nitric acid, and it soon 
became of a deep coffee-brown color, much 
darker than the above. 

The determination of specific gravity is the 
most important of the physical tests, The vis- 
cosity of an oil isa highly important feature, 
but in order to be of any value in testing, much 
care must be observed; both oils must be 
brought to the same temperature, and kept so 
while flowing. Both the adulterated and the 
pure lard oil were subjected to this test; they 
were brought to a temperature of about 80 dex 
F., and 5 c.c. of each oil were passed through a 
capillary tube. The pure oil required 960 sec- 
onds to pass through, while the adulterated oil 
required 1,080 seconds. Tre experiment was 
repeated several times with different tubes, 
but the ratio of the times of flowing was con 
stant. Both oils were subjected to a tempera- 
tureof 32 deg. F. When the pure oil was 
frozen, it was more coherent and firm and 
much lighter in color; the adulterated sample 
was quite yellow. When the adulterated oil 
slowly became liquid, a layer of yellow oil 
formed first, which was quite different in ap- 
pearance from the other portion, and was evi- 
dently the adulterant. 

While we cannot depend on any single test, 
the evidence afforded by. several is often con- 
clusive and satisfactory, and in this case it was 
acknowledged afte: ward (that cottonseed oil 
was one of the adulterants.—Amer. Chem.Jour- 
nal, 
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Wyoming’s Alleged Lake of Oil. 


The story about a lake of petroleum five 
hundred feet in length or thereabouts, which 
issaidto have been discovered in Wyoming 
territory, willhave to be supported by some 
very substantial testimony for it to make 
much impression upon the public mind. There 
is no reason that we know of why petroleum 
should no be found in the form of a lake, but 
this is not the way in which it is ordinarily de- 
posited by nature and we may be excused for 
having a doubt as to the entire accuracy of the 
Wyoming narrative. Had a less remote locality 
been chosen as the region where this oily lake 
is situated, the tale would have looked very 
much like a stock jobbing report, but as the 
discovery of oil in far off Wyoming is not likely 
to affect the Pennsylvania market, that theory 
is hardly tenable.—Philadelphia North Ameri- 
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An Oil Well at Kane, Pa. 


One of the principal levers which was used 
with disastrous effect against the speculative 
oil market last week was the Craig and Cap- 
peau wildcat, at Kane, Pa. ‘The dispatches 
called it the Cleminger well. The hole was 
plugged afew days, while the owners skir- 
mished around to gopble up desirable leases 
surrounding their property. The pressure of 
gas was 60 strong that the oil escaped past the 
plugs and saturated the derrick with showers 
of grease. Friday while the hole was still 
stopped up the well produced 76 barrels. It is 
a most important venture and opens up a new 
stretch of territory. 

The elevation of the mouth of the well says 
the Derrick 1s about 1,870 feet above tide. Its 
depth being 2,335 feet brings.the sand about 465 
feet below tide. This is lower than either the 
Sheffield or Cooper tract sands. 

An 01] man who has had a level taken of the 
well recently, places the location of the sand 
of this well as 80 teet below the level of the 
Bradford sand. This would not be low enough 
for the Smethport sand, and too low for the 
Sheffield or the Cooper tract formation. The 
sand resembles the red sand of the Cooper and 
Sheffield districts very closely, and does not 
have the appearance of the Bradford sand. The 
oil is also like that found in the Sheffield dis- 
trict. 

The well opens a new field, but its area can- 
not spread over the whole country as it did at 
Bradford. There are dry holes to east and 
west and north. At Kane, three miles tothe 
northwest, are two good sized gas wells. West 
and south, 1,050 rods, isthe Johnson dry hole 
on 3,773. South and west, on nearly a 45-line, a 
distance of 675 rods, isthe Emery dry hole, To 
the south and east, about 500 rods, are three 
gassers known as Roy & Archer failures, A 
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these wells were drilled deep enough to get the 
sand from which the present well is producing, 
and most of them were put some distance be- 
low it. 

As the owners confidently expect a good 
sized well there will be nothing done towards 
drilling it deeper until more tanks have been 
put up and pipe line facilities arranged. This 
may be accomplished this week, and then when 
the well is drilled deeper the suspense will be 
ended.

Wildeatting in Allegany County, N. Y. 


Wm. Duke, of Wellsville, and Messrs, Norton 
and York, of Allentown, have recently formed 
a co-partnership under the title of Duke, Nor- 
ton & York, the sole object of which is to thor- 
oughly test a belt of land lying in Cattaraugus 
county, and which heretofore has escaped the 
penetrating drill of the wildcatter or adven- 
turesome operator, says the Olean Times, 

The district upon which these gentlemen will 
at once proceed to start the drill, lies princi- 
pally in the town of Hinsdale, and comprises 
a belt of land fifteen miles in length by seven 
miles in breadth, beginning at the Plucker well 
and extending north to the Williams wellin the 
town of Franklinville, This territory, it ap- 
pears, has never been tested, is believed by 
many well schooled in the secrets of oil bearing 
localities, to contain oil in paying quantities at 
least. The high standing and practic] experi- 
ence in the oil business possessed by the firm 
who have taken the matter in hand, would 
seem to indicate that in their minds at least, 
the chances were favorable for making some 
good strikes. 

Their leases comprise three thousand acres 
which will be thoroughly tested. The first well 
will be put down on the farm of Leander Yates 
on Dutch Hill, the necessary outfit and appli- 
ances tor which are now on the ground. 

These developments will be watched with 
great interest, and as the firm possesses ample 
means will be thorough and complete. 

The Thompson well, located one and one-half 
miles from Allegany, is nearly due, and will be 
in next week, 
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Another Alleged Standard Scheme. 


A Warren (Pa.) correspondent of the Pitts- 
burg Dispach is responsible for this story: 

Another Standard scheme comes floating over 
the white sand oil pools. To effectually tbrot- 
tle the Pittsburg Pipe Lines it is rumored that 
the Standard proposes buying all the wells in 
the Thorn Creek and 8t, Joe oil pools, that are 
connected with the independent lines. Sucha 
move would of course elevate the value of the 
wells, but if the desired result could thus be ac- 
complished the Standard would not hesitate to 
pay double the real value of such wells. 

The scheme might miss fire inasmuch as some 
ot the producers have entered into an agree- 
ment to run their oil in the Pittsburg lines for 
a certain stipulated time. Oil producers are 
ever on the track of the Standard and in their 
eagerness to catch all the news oftentimas bear 
something when there is nothing in the wind. 
The present scheme is made plausible by the 
fact that the Standard is now paying out pre- 
mium at the rate of over $500,000 a year on 
white sand oil. Whether it intended paying 
this premium, whether there was competition 
or not,is not known, but it is true that the 
premium dates from the time when the Pitts- 
burg lines booked Thomas Phillips and threat- 
ened to catch several other large producers, 

Wise producers up here are selling their oil 
as it is produced, The present price is good 
and they fear that the Standard may purchase 
the Pittsburg lines orin some way defeat the 
competition and then remove the premium. 
The more sanguipe producers expect the pre- 
mium will be 25 per cent. before the war is 
over. To this end they ever pray. 
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Gentlemenly Oil Men. 


In New York state election day is a holiday. 
Consequently the New York oil exchange was 
closed the day of the recent election. In their 
report of the market for the preceding day, 
John M. Moore & Co., of New York, say: 

“The western exchanges will be open to- 
morrow, but we hardly think the West will do 
anything though, They have too high an 
opinion of New York, to take advantage of our 
exchange being closed to-morrow to raid the 
market down, for, besides being dec!dedly dan- 
gerous, it would be decidedly ungentiemanly. 
So we hardly look for any change until our 
opening Wednesday, when we look for higher 
prices.”’ 

It is pleasing to note that the New Yorkers 
have a just appreciation of the gentlemanly 
characteristics of their Western brethren. Of 
course it would be “decidedly ungentlemanly” 
for the oil men in Oi) City, Pittsburg and Brad- 
ford to “raid the market down’’ when the New 
York exchange was closed. The Western 
traders have a very fine sense of honor and 
would never do anything of the kind. Oh, no; 
of course not. Perish the thought. They 
bave “too high an opinion of New York,”’ you 
know. 

The records of the past are pregnaut with 
unmistakable evidences of the high regard in 
which the New York exchange is held by the 
traders of this western section. When the New 
Yorkers asked the Oil City ollmen to close their 
exchange at 3 o’clock p. m., instead of at 4, in 
order to allow the New Yorkers a chance to 


run down to Coney Island, did the Oil City 
men hesitate or act in an ungentlemanly man- 
ner? Oh, no. The request was promptly 
granted. The Oil City men had “too high an 
opinion” of the New York exchange to refuse 
to do 80, although it was fully explained in the 
BLIZZARD atthe time that the move would 
eventually result in taking a large percentage 
of Oil City’s business to New York. But it 
isn’t business our oilmen want. ‘Their chief 
and only desire is to thoroughly establish in 
the minds of the Gothamites the opinion that 
they are “gentlemanly.” Hereafter if the New 
York men will only make it known when 
their exchange is to be closed doubtless Oi| 
City willshut up shop. Our oilmen are bound 
to be gentlemanly if they have to live on five 

cent soup.— Blizz srd.

The Geology of Natural Gas. 


Professor Charles A. Ashburner, geologist in 
charge of the Pennsylvania survey, has just 
issues an exhaustive paper upon ‘Ihe Geology 
of Natural Gas,”’ which is filled with interesting 
facts and figures, 

Natural gas has always been obtained in 
Western Pennsylvania in conjunction with oil, 
or in wells which contained a trace of oil. The 
pressure which forces the oil up the wells is 
caused by the gas contained in the oil sand, 
either near the well or at some distance away, 
Wheu it is near, gas is mixed with the oil Pro- 
fessor Ashbnrner believes that all the oil com- 
ing from Pennsyivania and New York wells 
contains at least some gas. Only within two 
years, however, has any extensive use been 
made of this fuel. At present there are sup- 
plied with natural gas in Pittsburg alone 1500 
dwellings, 66 glass factories, 34 rolling mills and 
45 other industrial establishments, and it is esti- 
mated that the consumption of coal is thereby 
decreased 10,000 tons a day. 

The origin of natural gas is shrouded, Mr. 
Ashburner finds, in too much uncertainty to 
permit of complete explanation. It appears to 
be closely related to petroleum, and that their 
origin is due largely to the same cause, the de- 
composition of animal and vegetable life. The 
gas 1s believed not to be indigenous to the sand 
rock from which it is obtained, but to come 
from the decomposition of living substances 
which were entrapped in underlying strata. If 
this theory be correct, the amount of gas con- 
tained in any one sand depends, first, upon 
the extent to which the rocks are cracked be- 
tween the reservoir of gas and the deposit of 
organic remains, so as to permit the gas to 
escape into the reservoir where it is found, and 
second, upon the extent to which the rocks are 
cracked above the gas-sand, 80 as to permit the 
gas to escape into the atmosphere and totally 
disappear. ‘To this second cause is believed to 
be due the absence of both petroleum and gas 
in the strata east of the oil regions. 

The first necessary condition for the presence 
of gas is dependent upon the existence of a 
porous rock to serve as a reservoir to bold it. 
In cases where wells have been drilled which 
have found gas, but which have not pierced 
sand beds the gas has been unquestionably ob- 
tained from a crack in the rocks, which serves 
as a conduit from the sand-bed reservoir to the 
well, 

Professer Ashburner discusses at length the 
“anticlinal theory,” and discards it because all 
great gas wells are nut found along anticlinal 
axes, and a great many wells have been drilled 
in synclines whicb bave found gas. In sup- 
port of this many notable instances are cited, 
and the conclusions drawn that. while uuder 
special conditions the anticinal theory alone 
may account for the existence of gas, it is 
quite certain that in the Pennsylvania and 
New York regions its occurrence cannot be 
explained but by a careful consideration of all 
the geological and pbysical conditions under 
which itis procured. For the present,” he 
added, “itis only possible to deduce special 
geotectonic conditions under which natural 
gas has so far been exploited. Some of these 
conditions are so varying and apparently an- 
tagonistic that it is only possible to arrive at 
any general law contro!ling the occurence of 
natural gas by a comparison of the individual 
facts obtained from innumerable well-drili- 
ings.” 
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Natural Gas and Coal Gas. 


A well-known metallurgist writes us: “In 
order that the value of natural gas could be 
ascertained for comparison with carbonic 
oxide and hydrogen made in a gas producer by 
the use of air-burning coal to these gases, a 
petroleum vaporizer operated by the use of 
superheated steam has been connected with 
the gas-inlet neck of the Henderson furnace 
which was recently removed from Bellefonte 
to Boston, and arranged so as to burn the va- 
porized petroleum when the coal-gas producer 
is notin use. The vapor is conveyed through 
a pipe tothe inlet neck of the furnace and 
mixed with heated air in the same manner as if 
coal gas were uscd from the gas producer 
Vaporized petroleum, when free fromsteam or 
other inert matter and burned with air heated 
to the same temperature as when used to burn 
coal gas from the producer, should give a 
greater quantity of heat for the same weight 
than that obtained from producer coal gas 
with about 1.1 per cent. less intensity by calcu- 
lation. Natural gas, being a mixture of marsh 
and ethy! gases, for the same weight gives 19.5 
per cent. greater quantity of heat and the same 
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intensity as gas made from coal when used 
under the same conditions. Thus 100 pounds 
of gas derived from 15.4 gallons of petroleum 
are the equivalent of 115 pounds of carbonic 
oxide and hydrogen produced from 120 pounds 
of bituminous coal, and 100 pounds of natural 
gas are equal to that produced from 122 pounds 
of coal. 

“The working of the furnace with petroleum 
and coal approximates nearly enough to the 
above to confirm it, as 25 gallons of petroleum 
weighing 16244 pounds are vaporized and used 
per hour to melt 2-ton charges of soft steel, 
while but 240 pounds of Westmoreland coal can 
be uged per hour for the same result, as the 
proportions of the producer will not allow 
more coal to be made into gas in it. It is then 
16244 pounds of petroleum or 240 pounds of coal 
per hour. A producer of capacity for a 10-ton 
furnace will convert 1200 pounds of coal per 
hour, or 28,800 pounds of Pittsburg slack coal 
per 24 hours into 802,938 cubie feet of carbonic 
oxide and hydrogen gases, mixed in the pro- 
portion of about three parts by weight of car- 
bonic oxide to one part of hydrogen, at the 
total cost ot $6.50. It is estimated the coal costs 
80 cents per ton with the labor of two men and 
a ton of furnace slack for flux. This 18 equal 
to 0.8 cent per 1000 cubic feet, or, allowing for 
difference of heating, power equal to less than 
1 cent per 1000 cubic feet. Eight thousand cubic 
fect of the above composition will convert 1 
ton of pig and scrap into steel and heat the in- 
gots for rolling into rails or other large sec- 
tions, being but 6.4 cents per ton for both uses.” 
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Sperm Oil for Warships. 


At the Brooklyn Navy Yard for days past 
there has been a great deal of bustle and activ- 
ity onthe noble ships of war lying there tem- 
porarily. : 

Near the Dolphin the Tallapoosa was moored 
to a dock on which were two or three hundred 
barrels of sperm oil. The reporter ventured to 
ask a gold-laced officer what was to be done 
with so much oil. 

“It is for use on the Tallapoosa, sir,’’ replied 
the officer, sternly. “She is to be placed in 
commission for active work this week, and will 
be sent to join Rear-Admiral Jouett at Tampa 
Bay.” 

“So much oil for use on the Tallapoosa!” ex- 
claimed the reporter in astonishment. 

“Ah, I see that you are a lani-lubber,” said 
the officer with a smile of commiseration for 
the seribe’s ignorance. “It has been shown, 
sir, that oil may be employed to great advan- 
tuge by a vesselin a storm. A few barrels 
poured overboard from the bow of a vessel 
will enable her to outlive any commotion of 
the wayes. Itis a fact, sir, that the crew of the 
Tallapoosa have refused to go toseain ber 
unless she is well provided with oil.”’ 
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The Findlay, Ohio, Oil Pool. 


The well at Findlay, O., which started off like 
a rocket bas come down like a stick. It is now 
doing nothing. P C Boyle, of Oil City, who 
visited the well, has this to say about it: “The 
specific gravity of the oil, according to those 
who claim to bave made teats of it, is 39 to 40 
degrees. While it may possess in a marked de- 
gree the peculiar elements of a lubricating vil, 
it will require treatment to bring them out. 
The oil is of a dark color, and possesses an odor 
that will cause the skunk to turn green with 
envy. The stalwart odor is, perhaps, ihe worst 
feature about it, and will doubtless be the 
bardest of all objectionable features to over- 
come. Yet there are uses to which this oil may 
be put which the odor will not affect; one of 
these is fuel. [ might add that the peculiar 
sulphurous scent of the oil pervades all parts 
of the town, It is the first sensation one meets 
on alighting from the train, and it remains ever 
present wherever you go within the village; it 
takes possession of the houses too, and the at- 
mosphere in many sleeping rooms otherwise 
cosy and clean is fcetid as the odor of an oil 
creek refinery. This well is the ninth one 
drilled by the Findlay Gas Light Company, all 
of which have found some trace of oil, two 
others finding it in considersble quantiiies. 
This is the record of the well

This record answers fairly well for all the 
wells. The water lime is thicker in this well 
than it is on the eust side of the village, where 
it is 245 feet thick, which is the only change ex- 
cept that the rock shows a dipof about 1(0 
feet to the mile to the westward, and here. as it 
iseverywhere in the world, the wells on the 
east side get the most gas, while those in the 
west get the largest share of oil. The wells all 
case just under the water lime, the depth of 
which may safely be counted npon as a guide 
for the amount of casing required; this rock is 
tullof fresh water seams. The shales which 
underlie the water lime and rest on the Trenton 
rock isof a uniform depth of about 800 feet 
and here is the best drilling in the field; the 
boys find no difficulty whatever in stringing 
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the derrick every day. The oil and the gas are 
invariably found in the first 35 feet of the Tren- 
ton rock and salt water as a rule is found with 
it. The quantity of water is never large. So 
far as the boys have experimented there is just 
enough to keep the rock clean and and insure 
lasting pumpers. There is little doubt but the 
presence of water in the brickyard well bas bad 
considerable to do with stopping the flow. Mr. 
Martin is confident the well will pump 25 bar- 
relsaday, The next well nearest the Brick- 
yard well flows seven barrels a day with the 
gas, and itisonly one bit in the oil rock. This 
well is half a mild east of the Brickyard The 
rock in which this oil ie contained is open and 
granular; once seeing the stuff, there is no 
longer room to question its capacity forthe 
storage of oil or gas: one might with equal 
propriety question the storage capacity of the 
brown sand rocks of McKean. The conditions 
so farasthe rock is concerned are certainly 
favorable for the storage of oil and gas,and the 
area developed by the nine finished wells is two 
miles east and west by one mile north and 
south. 
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The Fish Guano Industry. 


It is a geographical fact that the Newfoun d- 
land and Nova Scotian coasts cover an extent 
of nearly three thousand miles, and that almost 
half as much again of the Labrador coast is 
virtually annexed to Newfoundland as “fishing 
ground.” The cod and seal fisheries constitute 
in point of importance the principal commer- 
cial features of the indepen dent island. 


When it is considered that the province of 
Nova Scotia alone (taking the average from 3 
to 4 years) exceeds a yearly yield of 700,000 
quintals of dry tish, equal to 35,000 tons, hence 
an equal quantity of offal, which worked off, 
would give nearly 9,000 tons of finished guano, 
ready for shipment, and that the cod fishery of 
Nova Scotia and Newfoundland together, foot 
up 2,500,000 quintals, or 125,000 tons, avhich 
could give out 31,000 tons of guano; there need 
be no tear that the quantity of offal can ever 
run short for the machinery at command, or of 
meeting any increased demand of the commod 
ity. But it is more reasonable to calculate on 
asupply of one third of the above quoted 
total yield, say about 10,000 tons, although even 
that quantity would call for too much outlay 
of machinery at first, and might be rather 
speculative, 


The foregoing, added to the fact that the 
supply and quantity of guano (being the drop- 
pings of sea birds) both from the Peruvian 
Chincha’s and Saldanha Bay on the southern 
coast of Africa, bas so materially fallen off of 
late, and despite the competition of cheap ni- 
trates, opens up an incentive to extend the sub- 
stitution of fish guano as a better fertilizer, 
with a certainty of an increasing obtainable 
quantity of codfish, and hence of offal and 
waste therefrom, which treated mechanically, 
so as to concentrate its bulk, secures chemi- 
cally its essence and purity and its standard 
strength, so that it can be blended in decimal 
proportions to enrich the composts and man- 
ures that are so extensively prepared and man- 
utactured for the fertilization of lands in all 
European and American countries. It is well 
known that the offal or waste of fish properly 
treated as above can produce a high grade of 
ammonia and of phosphate of lime, and will 
maintain them well and fully, to meet all the 
mentioned requirements, It is equally well 
known that attempts have been made to pro- 
duce a composite-guano by mixing green fish 
offal with peat, either charred or well rotted, 
and with other substances, but such has only 
increased the bulk, rendering the fertilizer 
impure and too expensive for export from 
North America. Manure from pressed fish- 
scrap, after expression of the oil or fat, is made 
to some extentin the United States, particu- 
larly from menhaden fish, in Rhode IsjJand and 
in Long Island, but that scrap (although often 
treated with acid) if not further worked by 
concentration owing to ite oiliness, will neither 
dissolve easily nor assimilate with the soil at 
once, which is the great and chief object to 
obtain. 


On the coasts of Sweden and Norway, iu the 
Drontheim Islands and particularly in the 
“Loffotens” where the codfisheries are very ex- 
tensive, great expense has been incurred and 
efforts made to obtain a prime article by such 
mechanical mesns and improvements as from 
jime to time have been adopted, aad of late the 
concentrating system has been very successful, 
and the guano from those islands to the Lon- 
don market, when up to the standard strength, 
has realized the top rate average prices at the 
time being. 


Some years ago attempts were made with 
more or less success, but On a limited scale in 
different parts of Newfoundland, by Mr. W. 
Wingfield Bonnyn, C. E., but in default of suf- 
ficient capital, machinery and adequate organ- 
ization for the cellection of the offal, his efforts 
were sumewhat foiled, and by degrees were 
almost abandoned for want of encouragement. 


In Nova Scotia Mr. Bonnyn who had hada 
long prior experience on the coasts of Sweden 
and Norway, and who was well acquainted 
with the capabilities of the Canadian and New- 
foundiand fisheries, backed by some English 
capitalists, put up works at Cape Canso,increas- 
ing the machinery by degrees, as he succeeded 
in educating the fishermen to collect and set 
aside the offal at their splitting stations, thus 
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which fell very short during three consecutive 
seasons, but the enterprise will yet prosper, as 


the fishermen have learned to appreciate the 
increasing income they now reap actually out 
of what they were in the habit of throwing 
away. 


In 1882-3, one of the principal first class firms 
in St. John’s, Newfoundland, after Mr. Bonnyn 
had left the island, endowed with the laudable 
desire of opening up a new industry and ame- 
liorating the condition of the fishing popula- 
tion, had the courage to build and fit up three 
distinct factories, one of which on the Labra- 
dor coast, with expensive machinery, 80 as to 
manufacture fish guano on a large scale, and in 
fact to establish that kind of commercial en- 
terprise with all assiduity and diligence. But 
unfortunately the firm became entangled in 
the meshes of a designing individual, who as- 
sumed the management of a business of which 
it turned out he had no practical knowledge, 
although he succeeded under certain repre 
sentations to induce the confiding firm to pur- 
chase and sanction the erection ata very large 
outlay of extensive and complicated machinery 
which resulted both useless and inefficient for 
the object. The effect was a great disappoint- 
ment, which frustrated all the hopesand good 
intentions, but the firm suffered its loss with 
manliness, and wisely shut down the works to 
free itself of the dishonest man who had 80 ig- 
nominiously deceived it. 

When it is considered that it requires fully 
two pounds and a half of fresh fish to make 
one pound of dried fish, it becomes quite evi- 
dent that the quantity of offal and waste fish if 
systematically collected and rendered seductive 
asa means of gain to the fishermen, will more 
than meet the requirements of any mechanical 
uppliances for guano making in the different 
parts of Newfoundland and Nova Scotia. 


The collective 125,000 tons weight of dried cod 
fish ‘annually produced, simply means more 
than 125,000 tons of offal and waste, there is 
therefore no reagon why in due course of time 
by collecting the offal, either on the Grand or 
bunks, and eventually having more than one 
floating factory on large ships (stationed or 
cruising ‘on the bauks), Newfoundland and 
Nova Scotia might produce and export over 
30,000 tons of fish guano yearly. Again, in ad- 
dition to cod fish offal, the carcases Of seals, 
porpoises, sharks. dog-ftish, cat-fish, sculping, 
skates and other inedible fish which constitute 
“waste fish,”’ would considerably increase the 
production of good guano, as it is now escer- 


securing work for each machine during a sea- 
son; his success fully met his anticipations as 
to quality produced but he was much disap- 
pointed ag to the quantity of offal collected, 
tained by careful assays that they all 


the required standard strength of ammonia 
and a very high grade of phosphate of lime, 
making a fine guano, and essentially keeping 
up a pure unadulterated fish fertilizer. 

Finally, tu secure a safe and remunerativ 
business, it must be most carefully borne it 
mind that the first object and consideration is 
to have in advance the certain collection of 
more Offal than the machinery at disposal can 
work off, this will only be arrived at by work- 
ing up the fishermen to understand that they 
may have a chance of profit, the possible great 
extent of which it would be difficult to deter- 
mine, but that it depends entirely on their ex- 
ertions, moderate pretensions, zeal and applica- 
tion to establish a fine business from which 
they will derive the first advantage whether 
from the banks, which are sure to yield in ex- 
cess of requirements, or from the shore fish- 
eries which, however, are more or less prob- 
lematic as to quantity any one season. 


Mr. Bonnyn states that the demand for the 
fish guano in Europe, the West Indies, and the 
Southern United States of America, by far ex- 
ceeds the possible supply at present, even 
though he hadten times the machinery at his 
command, but by securing a more extensive 
collection of offal on the banks and shores he 
has every chance of a gradual greater produc- 
tion.—Nova Scotia Critic. 
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The Standard Wins a Suit. 


The second trial of the suit of Henry Riddick 
against the Standard Oil Company occurred in 
Brooklyn last week. He sought to recover a 
one-sixth interest in the land owned by the 
Standard Oil Company, bounded by Newton 
Creek, Ash street, and Manhattan avenue, 
Greenpoint, and said to be worth $700,000. Rid- 
dick claimed a share of the property on the 
ground that his grandfather, John Horne, 
bought the property fifty years ago, giving a 
mortgage for $5,000, and that after Jobn 
Horne’s death his second wife had the mort- 
gage foreclosed and bid it in for herself and 
child, omitting to make the plaintiff a party to 
the foreclosure suit, and intending to cheat him 
cut of his share in the estate. 


The defence was that the plaintiff’s name is 
Joho Henry Riddick and that under that name 
he was made a party to the suit in foreclosure, 
Yesterday the defence produced a large amount 
of evidence to show that he had always been 
known as John Henry. While the jury were 
out a detective farrested the plaintiff on a 
charge of perjury, grounded on the fact that 
he swore on the first trial that he never signed 
his name John Henry or John A. 
=The jury found a verdict for the Standard 
Oil Company, and Riddick was taken to jail.

The jobbing trade in paints and colors has 
been very good during the past week, 
manufacturers and dealers having been quite 
busy. There have been few large orders, as 
the buyers West and at other distant points 
have about completed their purchases for the 
season. There are no features of a pecially 
interesting nature to notice, if we except the 
pig lead mtrket, which is now in a much 
stronger position than it has been for some 
time past, the conditions favoring an early rise 
in prices. Ir special articies, such as paris 
green and orange mineral, the position is un- 
changed from that commented upon in our 
last. The combination effected a few days ago 
by the glue manufacturers will have no infiu- 
ence on the quotations for their product, but 
at the same time that market is firm and busi- 
ness is good. There has been an unusually 
good demand for window glass. In all other 
lines. the remarks made at the beginning of 
this paragreph will apply. 


White Lead, Zinc, Etc. 


Since the advance in prices, announced last 
week, in accordance with the action of the 
White Lead Corroders’ Association, trade bas 
been somewhat slow, as might be expected 
aftera change of this character. It is a fact 
worthy of notice, that there are fewer contracts 
out now than ever before when prices have 
been marked up. Consequently, the corroders 
view the outlook with more pleasure than they 
have been accustomed to do after an advance, 
for the prospects for a good trade on a more 
profitable basis, after such a long siege of low 
prices are, to say the least, encouraging. The 
Jobbing demand has been good, and dealers are 
well satisfied with the change in rates. The 
quotations, which are subject to change with- 
out notice are as follows: Pure lead in oil in 
wood, quantities less than 500 lbs, 7c net; 500 
Ibs and over, 6}4c, 60 days, or 244 per cent dis- 
count for cash in 16 days from date of invoice; 
prices in 1234 lb cans aro Ic, 25 lb cans }<c, and 
assorted cans 1 to 5 lbs, 24¢c over keg prices. 
The rebates on lead in oil or dry, payable Dec. 
31, 1886, on current prices for 506 lb lots, are as 
follows; to buyers of 5 tons and less than 10 tons 
during the year, 2 percent. 10 tonsand less than 
25 tons, 3 per cent; 25 tons and over 4 per cent. 
These rebates will not be paid to any one who 
undersells or offers lead at lees than current 
quototions, The circular issued by the corroders 
says: ‘‘Jobbers may, if they see fit, offer the 2 
per cent rebate to buyers of 5 tons, to be paid 
by them only at the end of the year, but in this 
event they must pay it out of the larger rebate 
(8 per cent or 4 per cent) which is paid to them: 
in other words, the corroder pays but one re- 
bate on the same lead. To make the quantity, 
all purchases direct from any corroder may be 
counted; claims for rebates must be made to 
the different corroders of whom purchases 
were made, each corroder being responsible 
only for rebate on his own sales. The corroders 
reserve the right to discontinue this scale of 
rebate at any time, in which event the rebate 
will be paid to those entitled to it up to the 
time of discon‘inuance.” 

The position of pig lead seems to be a strong 
one at present. The spot supply is much re- 
duced and it is reported that some dealers who 
have sold short are now unable to deliver, and 
if held to their contracts, as they probably will 
be, their purchases to meet the demands made 
upon them will materially help prices on the 
upward course they seem to have taken of late. 
There are few offers for forward delivery 
and it is doubtful if a bid of less 
than 425c would be accepted for com- 
mon lead for future delivery. Some holders 
are asking 430@4 35c it is reported, but 4 25c 
seems to be the nominal quotation. A lot of 
Richmond amounting to some 350 tons was 
sold to arrive a day or two ago at 4 20c accord- 
ing to report,andwe do not hear that any 
more is offered below that figure, though we 
understand 4@4}éc has been accepted for some 
common to arrive.

WINDOW GLASS. 
fThe demand for French window glass has 
been very good during the week. for this season 
of the year,and few complaints of a positive 
character are heard among the trade. One of 
the features of the week was the meeting of 
the importers of French window glass, at 
which the following scale of prices was adopt- 
ed, to be invariably charged: ** For shipping 
glass up to 16 boxes, 50c; above 16 boxes, 3c per 
box. The above rates apply also to cartages in 
the city below Thirty fuurth street. No deliv- 
ery made across the ferry for less than $3. Pre- 
vious to this considerable complaint was heard 
among buyers about the various charges made 
for cartage. Since the adoption of the present 
scale it is more satisfactory allaround. Re- 
ceipts continue to come forwerd in fair propor- 
tions. and is selling readily enough to prevent 
any surplus accumulations, though of late 
there has been some restrictions in the call 
made for iarge lots, thus indicating greater 
caution on the part of buyers, who usually at 
this period of the year do not wish to carry any 
surplus stock so near the end of the year. The 
sales reach fair dimensions at list price, which 
ranges from 75 and 5 to 75 and 10, as to quantity 
and quality. The total imports for the past 14 
months, from July 1 to Nov. 1 were as follows:

The largest year was 1884, when there was a 
strike among the blowers of the home factories. 
The product of the domestic factories does not 
come forward very freely, and many dealers 
are really scarce of stock of desirable sizes, 80 
much +o that calls from their regular trade 
have to be refused unless they are willing to 
await their turn. This state of affairs, however, 
is considered only temporary, as with resump- 
tion of factories throughout the country stocks 
of new glass will soon be in a better position to 
be drawn upon. From Pittsburgh and the 
West the Orockery and Glass Reporter 
says: “The window glass trade has not under- 
gone any change worth mentioning, and re- 
mains toierably good. Stocks are not yet re- 
plenished sufficiently for manufacturers to at- 
tend promptly to new orders, and some are re- 
ported sold close up for quite a time to come, 
The prices are well maintained, and discounts 
more strictly adhered to than early in the sea- 
son. Some of the factories have tried gas in 
thelr old style furnaces and found the experi- 
ment unsuccessiul; have let out and are remo- 
deling the furnacesy for the new fuel.” Mr. F. 
L. Bodine, President of the Windhw Glass As- 
sociation, in his monthly report of stock on 
hand in half boxes, gives it as follows:

From above it will be seen the large stock re- 
ported on hand at the July meeting of the 
manufacturers has been materially reduced, as 
it was claimed by many it would be as soon as 

_ the fall trade began, even though the foreign 


was coming forward quite freely, but not suf- 
ficient to curtail the demand for domestic, 
PLATE GLASS. 


There is no change in the position of either 
foreign or domestic plate glass since our last 
report. The stock of the latter continues light 
for prompt deiivery, thus causing considerable 
complaint among the trade in the delay in 
shipping their orders, thus compelling them in 
many cases to cancel their orders and substi- 
tute the foreign, which is in better stock. Very 
little new business is reported, the bulk being 
for such qnantities as existing contracts may 
call for in finishing up buildings now under 
process of construction before the cold weath- 
er setsin. Discounts remain steady at 50 and 
10 for either make.

Glue Manufacturers’ Association. 

There are in the United States between 90 ard 
100 manufacturers of bone and hide glue, em- 
ploying not less than $5,000,000 capital in their 
business,and until now this large and important 
interest which utilizes so much raw material that 
would otherwise go to waste, employs so many 
hands, and in so doing adds largely to the gen- 
eral wealth of the country, has never had any 
organization or even mutual acquaintance. In 
this it differed from almost every other manu- 
facturing industry in the United States, 
and last summer preliminary steps were 
taken towards placing the trade on a 
better basis in this respect. A call was is- 
sued fora meeting at the Astor House in this 
city on the 18th of August, and this meeting 
was attended by a considerable proportion of the 
manufacturers. A President and Secretary 
were elected, and a temporary Executive Com- 
mittee appointed to prepare a constitution for 
submission to a future meeting which they 
were authorized to call, and also to nominate 
permanent officers and committees to carry on 
the work of the Association. 

This meeting to effect a permanent organiza- 
tion was held at the Astor House Nov. 19, and 
was attended by many who had not previously 
identified themselves with the movement, and 
the organization now comprises the greater 
part of the capital and most of the important 
firms engaged in the business. ‘The time of the 
meeting was mostly occupied with the discus 
sion and adoption of tbe constitution proposed 
by the temporary executive committee, and 
the question of insurance, which is too heavy 
an expense to be borne patiently at the present 
rates charged. An insurance committee was 
appointed, from whose labors much is ex- 
pected. 

The objects of the association are shown by 
the following articles of the coustitution:— 

Article 1. This Association shall be called 
“The Glue Manufacturers’ Association of the 
United States.” It shall consist of all the man- 
ufacturers of glue in the United States who 
shall subscribe to this constitution and comply 
with its provisions. 

Art. 2. This Association is formed for the 
purpose of promoting the common interest of 
its members and to aid in producing a more 
enlarged and friendly intercourse between 
them, * * 

Art, 12. The Association shall have power to 
appoint committees to consider such matters 
as shallte for the interest or welfare of the 
trade, and such committees shall be appointed 
by the President and confirmed by a vote of 
the members, 

Art, 13. There shall be no attempt on the part 
of this Association to form any combination on 
prices of glue or glue stock. 

The above are the only parts of the constitu- 
tion that are of any general interest.

TUESDAY EVENING, Nov. 24,1885. 

The linseed oil market is unchanged. City 
crushers are realizing 45c for raw domestic oil 
ina jobbing way and have declined to part 
with large quantities under 44c. They claim 
that seed is relatively higher than oil and that 
consumers of oil are the only parties reaping a 
benefit. Raw Culcutta seed oil is also 
firmly held at 49@50c, according to 
quantity. The various reports in ¢ircu- 
lation about cheap offerings of Western 
oil have rot unsettled the feeling in this mar 
ket, as they lack confirmation. It was claimed 
that Western oil could be bought here for 4lc 
in car load lots, but diligent inquiry has failed 
to find any one willing to shade 42c either for 
supplies on spot or to arrive, and ina jobbing 
way 43@44c is asked. In Chicago the oil market 
is quoted dull, with little demand, a liberal 
supply and free offerings at 40c per gallon, 
with an inclination to shade to cash buyers. 
The receipts of flaxseed at New York during 
the week were 138,095 bushels, with none for 
export. From October 10 to November 23 
inclusive, the exports of seed from New York 
have aggregated 163,585 bags and 190,767 bush- 
els. Calculating three bushels to the bag, the 

aggregate shipments would amount to 681,522 
bushels. It is believed that the movement 
from Philadelphia and other ports would swell 
the exports toone million bushels. There is an 
inquiry from London for American linseed oil 
and all particulars have been requested as to 
method of shipping, &c. 

Crude cottonseed oii has reached the point 
predicted in this column last week, and 28 is 
now the quoted price for prime crude on the 
way, with offerings at that. Buyers have been 
80 scarce that the market has occupied a nomi- 
nal position. Off grades have been offering at 
28c without attracting attention, and it has 
been rather difficult to get a bid for 
any grade of oil. Prime was not ob- 
tainable at this figure until to-day, 
when sellers made known their desire to do 
business at 28c, but not forspot delivery. The 
feeling is uncertain and unsteady. Consider- 
able cabling has beendone to foreign buyers, 
but they are not sending in their expected 
orders. The large stock and low price of seed 
have given out an impression that lower values 
will rule for oil, and wants are being postponed. 
Shippers here have been named 26c fob 
for prime crude at New Orleans, but 
the regular market is 14c higher as the follow- 
ing telegram received this evening will show: 
“Prime crude 27}4c; prime sumner yellow 34c, 
seed $10 per ton ex levee; soap stock 15¢c. Buy- 
ers are holding off for lower prices; stocks are 
accumulating and the market closes weak.” 
There is more inquiry for soap stock from 
abroad and a New York shipper has been suc- 
cessful in placing 80C bbis at a shade un- 
der lc from New Orleans. It required 
several days to consummate the contract, 
as more money was wanted by theseller. The 
Memphis murket remains quiet and unchanged 
at 27c for prime crude, 

A weaker feeling developed itself to-day in 
the market for prime summer yellow cotton- 
seed Oil, although 3434c has been closely ad- 
hered to during the remainder of the week 
under review, and 35c demanded for lvts 
under 100 bbis. Up to this afternoon bids 
of 34c for either this month or December 
delivery were not entertained, but prime oil is 
now freely offered at that figure to arrive or 
for any time this year. Parties who made the 
bids of 34c are inclixed to await further deve)- 
opments, and look for that figure to be shaded. 
Some dealers are of the opinion that 34c is the 
bottom figure for this market, and if that price 
wiil cause a liberal movement, values 
will have a chance of improving. The 
great effort is to reduce stocks at the South 
and a good export outlet will have a very ben- 
eficial effect. The low price of seed is a fortu- 
nate feature of the industry this season, as it 
enables crushers to meet the market for oil. 
The buying in New York has been spirited 
during the week and tu-day some dealers 
found themselves unable to fill orders for spot 
delivery of round lots. Holders had one prive 
of 34344c and buyers were unable to get it 
shaded, All the transactions for home use and 
export, amounting to 1300 bbls, were on this 
besis, with 35c for brokea lots. Off color grades 
brought 32@33c. Two cargoes of oil were re- 
ported today on ’change as being sold at New 
Orleans for export. One of them is probably 
the lot of 3000 bbis sold two weeks ago and now 
being loaded. No particulars could be obtained 
regarding the other. The New Orleans market 
is still quoted nominally at 34c and Memphis at 
82@32}4. The receipts of cottonseed oil at New 
York since last writing were 1,725 bbls. 

Ceylon cocoanut oil isin about the same po- 
sition as this time last week. The 200 tons on 
the Alice that finished dischargiug on Mon- 
day were freely offered during the week, with 
bids of 534c held under consideration. The 
entire lot was said to have been sold ex dock 
to-day on private terms. Other lots of 80 tons 
changed hands at 544@614c. Store stock is ob- 
tainable at 5%cfor pipes and 6c forj smaller 
packages. It is expected that 6c will be the 
lowest figure quoted to-morrow, as most hold- 
ers are firm at that. Cochin oil is in a better 
position owing to no arrivals until next year, 





The jobbing market is steady at 7}<¢c, with sales 
of 15 tons at that. The London market Is quiet.

The firmness noted in the lard market in our 
last was well maintained during the week and 
city pressers advanced their views to 5244@53c 
for prime present make, which is the present 
range, but the market is not quite so firm at 
the moment.

The whale oil market is quiet. Inquiries are 
slow and the only business reported is 625 bbls 
northern oil on private terms, There were no 
fresh arrivals of crude during the week,but the 
receipts since January 1 have been 3,378 bbis in 
excess of same time last year.

A steady feeling, with moderately active 
trade, describes the condition of the market for 
lubricating oils. The symptoms of a bigher 
range of values caused by rumors of a concen- 
tration of refining interests, only temporarily 
affected the market, and as subsequent devel- 
opments have not been of a bullish tendency, 
and are now divested of interest, there has 
been a reaction to the former quiet feeling, as 
noted in this column last week. The expected 
change to higher prices has not come, although 
the market has been benefited by the general 
desire to support prices. The movement for 
home consumption 1s regarded as excellent for 
this season of the year. Factories and mills 
are seldom idle now, and the buying for future 
use would indicate a continuation of the busy 
season. Many contracts have been made with 
jobbers for their supply of oils during the win- 
ter, and considerable of the stock moviug is tu 
fill existing contracts. Exports for last month 
were 254,273 gallons Jess than for October, 1884, 
but this fact does not indicate that the foreign 
outlet is smaller tban formerly. Some months 
in every year show a falling off in shipments 
for various reasons, principally because the 
foreign markets were flooded during previous 
months, but the aggregate annual business is 
increasing. For instance, the increased ship- 
ments forthe ten montls ending last month 
were nearly one million gallons, 

Paraffine oils are in abundant supply, and 
certain manufacturers are satisfied to do a 
large business at a shade under ruling figures. 
We hear of round lots moving at 10c for 25 
gravity and 7}¢c for 28 gravity. Only very lurge 
buyers are favored with these prices, and simi- 
lar bids have been declined for 100 bbis, All 
brands are quoted firm at 1044@lIc for 26 gravi- 
ty and 8c for 28 gravity, but the latter figure 
could be slightly shaded for lots of 100 bbis. 
There is more desire to cause @ larger move- 
ment in 28 gravity. Special brands of 28@24 
gravity are having a good sale at l6c, and don’t 
come in the line of competition. 

Neutral oils are held by firm hands. The 
market was never so free from disastrous com- 
petition. Manufacturing is confiaed to smaller 
dimensions than this time last year, and buyers 
find fewer offerings of stock. Prices seem to 
be established on a firm basis, while business is 
still of the hand. to-mouth order. The low 
price of lard oil has interfered materially with 
the movement in neutral oils,as the induce- 
ment to compound is not of sufficient import- 
ance at present prices to continue the practice. 

.. Orders are generally in small lots, except when 
large consumers are in the market for a wool 
grade, which commands 12c. 

Cylinder stocks of prime and fancy grades 
are in a good position, but the lower grades are 
easy. We have offerings of fine dark steam 
refined of 600 fire test at i0c, with no takers. 
The demand forthe cheap grade is very slow, 
but manufacturers who ask 16@l18c for their 

. dark steam refined report am excellent trade. 
This stock is being pressed upon the market, 
For light filtered there is no change from the 
range of 18@22c for 565@600 teat. The first price 
buys one brand without any higher test than 
665 being guaranteed, but it is claimed ro aver- 
age much better. Dark filtered is without any

Flaxseed was quiet on Wednesday in Chicago, 
and at the close an easier feeling noticeable, 
with less demand for the cash and sellers for 
futures at a reduction. Early No. 1 cash 
brought $1 1434, but later sold at $1 14 for reg- 
ular receipts, and was hardly to $1 14% for gilt 
edge receipts, while choice seed sold sparingly 
at $1152117; for futures seller January sold 
early at $1 1534, but was hardly over $1 15 at the 
close. 
Seed was less called for on Thursday and yet 
fully as firm, with light offerings of cash. No. 
1 cash quoted at $1 14 for regular to $1 11% for 
fresh receipts on track, while seller December 
was called for at $114%, and January sold at 
$1 155g¢@1 15%. 
There was not much offered on Friday, but 
the demand was also light. A few cars of No. 1 
on track sold at $1 144%, and for in-store seed 
$1 14 was all that could be obtained. Rejected 
sold at $1 12%, Futures were also dull and 
easy. December delivery would not bring over 
about $114. January sold at $1 15@1 154. 
The cash offerings were rather light on Sat- 
urday but buyers were scarce, and there was a 
large quantity of future delivery seed thrown 
on the market, which caused a severe break in 
prices. The volume of business done in flax- 
seed during the week was comparatively small, 
andthe market each day was very slow in 
opening. None of the usual operators seemed to 
haveany great interest in the market, and they 
seemed to be observing one another’s move - 
ments very closely, abstaining from trading 
until the last of each day’s session of the board, 
one usually waiting for the other to come out 
and manifest his intentiuns and give the mar- 
ket an opening. The arrivals of flax were 
small, and with a part of the receipts delivered 
on contracts the quantity on sale was rather 
light. Consignments met with quite ready 
sale, particularly during the last half of the 
week, 
According to London advices of November 
16, the market there for linseed is flat at 44s for 
spot for Calcutta. The shipments from Cal- 
cutta to the U. K. during the second half of 
last month are telegraphed as 42,042 tons, 
against 28,392 tons same period last year.

To-day 
by this writing no enquiries or offers have 
been made and we quote the market the same 
as yesterday. Both domestic and foreign de- 
mand is very quiet and it is imposssible to 
make any foreign sales on the basis of present 
prices, The demand in the past few days ap- 
pears to be purely of a speculative character 
with an intention to force the Southern mar- 
kets up to unload. Itis true that receipts this 
season in Wilmington, Charleston and Savan- 
nah have decreased about 15 per cent, but the 
foreign demand has fallen off about 25 per 
cent and the demestic demand is only about 
the same as last year.

PETROLEUM MARKET. 


TUESDAY EVENING, Nov. 24, 1885. 


The week that has gone into history has been 
& most eventful one for the speculative market- 
Never before hasthe New York Petroleum Ex- 
change undergone such a severe trial, and it is 
to be hoped that the future will bring no repe- 
tition of the stormy scenes which were enacted 
within its walls during the past six days. The 
tumble in oi] has been simply terrible, and the 
woader is that there were so few failures. The 
market which on Wednesday last sold at $1 wi, 
took a cyclone-like tumble, owing to a variety 
of causes, and did not rest until oil was offered 
at 89}¢c a barrel,a falling off of 2144c,during the 
brief period of five days, There were only a 
few small failures on the floor of the New York 
Exchange, and although at the time there was 
great excitement, a glance at the books of the 
clearing house shows that there wasa deficiency 
of less than $6,(00 cash. Considering the pan- 
icky condition of the market. and the fact that 
all the wires to the oil region were down on 
Monday, so that it was impossible to obtain 
news from the field or transact business with 
the West, this is truly an extraordinary record. 
The officers of the Exchange are proud of its 
phenomena! showing. 

The lay-down of W Harry Johnson was the 
most important of the week, yet his cash dif- 
ference at the clearing house is less than 
$1,700. It is probable that he will settle up and 
resume business in a few days. It is true that 
scores of operators lost heavily, but they met 
their obligations like men and did not com- 
Plain. Had either of the Western Exchanges 
been called unon to undergo such an ordeal it 
is more thar Hkely that a genuine panic would 
have ensucd, which would have seriously 
sheken up the stock market. 

Not since the daysof the Marine Bank crash, 
or the collapse of the Penn Bunk syndicate of 
Pittsburg, has there been sucha smash in 
values. Bottom was apparently reached yes- 
terday and tu-day there was a better feeling 
all along the line. New York capital came to 
the rescue and the market this evening closed 
strong and steady at 95k¢c bid. It is believed 
that the worst of the storm is over and unless 
the Kane well comes in unusually large a 
steady appreciation of values is looked for. 

The primary cause of the marked decline was 
the news feom the Kane and Kinzua wells. 
The manipulators also had a large hand in the 
pie, while by many the Standard is credited 
with forcing the downfall of the bull market. 
Livingstone Roe, a reputed Standard broker, 
lead all of the raids and assisted materially in 
smashing prices. 

The only failure in the West was reported to- 
day. J. G. Crane of Oil City went under, 41,(0u 
bbis being sold out on his account. According 
to reports from the field the Anchor well had 
fallen off to 34 bbis per hour, or 84 bbls per 
day. Friday the Auchor was gushing 1,200 bbis 
every 24 hours. ‘The breaking down of this 
well shows the treacherous nature of the Kin- 
zua field. The Kane well is not yetopened, Its 
production for the duy ending at 9 o’c)ock this 
morning was 73 bbis, The other fields are 
barren of news of interest. 

The average daily production of the New 
York, Pennsylvania and Macksburg, O., fields 
during October was 62,141 bbis «s compared 
with 60,930 bbis in September and 63,876 bbis in 
October, 1884. The October report showing 
the production by fields is given elsewhere, 
and will prove interesting reading to those in- 
terested in the commodity. 

The Craig & Cappeau wildcat at Kane, Pa., 
which took so prominent a part in smashing 
speculative yalues, is still shut down. The 
location of the well, surrounded as it is by 
dusters aud gassers, indicates that the new 
field will bea small one. It is on top of the 
sand and flowing through the plugs at inter- 
vale, its production averaging 80 bbis a day. 
The history of this market crusher will be 
found in another part of this issue. 

On Friday the drill at the Anchor well at 
Kinzua was forced deeper into the oil sand, 
when the well commenced to throw out 1,200 
bbis a day. Its production soon feli off and it is 
now doing less thun 100 bbis a day. Of the Kane 
and Kinzua ventures, the Derrick says: **The 
Kane well is in new territory and a new sand of 
which nothing yet is known except from the 
showing of this single well, which is not yet 
deep enough in the sand to make a good 
test, while the extent of the field 
is wholly unknown. The Anchor well 
at Kinzua is in a district which has as 
yet given the trade more surprises than actual 
oil, Small wells, big wellsand dry holes have 
been mixed up in this district in a manner 
which would set a belt theorist wild, and the 
practical oilman, notwithstanding the greater 
amount of oil being put out by the Kinzua 
gusher, will feel more apprehension concern- 
ing the result of the Kane venture. ‘The drill- 
ing in the latter field will be deep, but there 
will not be the difficulties attending it which 
are met with in Washington, and the field can 
be developed with about the rapidity that the 
Cooper tract was. Should the effect ot these 
wells be to force prices to a much lower level, 
it will check operatious in the other districts, 
and make the ficld very quiet except at the 
tresh points.” 

New York felt bullist on Wednesday, and sent 
the price of certificates booming up to $1 11. 
This was a fraction or two higher than the

$107, and for twenty minutes the range was 
covered by one cent. Near the close it firmed 
up to $1 0734; then fell off and closed weak and 
unsettled at $1 0754 bid at New York: $1 07% at 
Bradford and Oil City, and $1 0734 at Pittsburg.

The West all 
along had pinned considerable importance to 
the Kane venture, but New York contemptu- 
ously ranked it with the small potatoes. When 
the wires brought the gruesome tidings that 
the Anchor well had torn itself loose and was 
throwing out grease and salt water at the rate 
of 1,200 or 1,400 bbls per diem, New York,¥which 
had laughed at Kane and its wildcat, acted as if 
it had been struck by lightning. The trade did 
not stop to think that the Anchor was in an old 
and uncertain district, and that other of its 
wells had acted in precisely a similar manner, 
but rushedin headlong to sell out all the onl it 
had, regardless of consequences. The oil pit 
all day long and the space around the chair- 
man’s desk resembled a small edition of Sheol 
turned loose. Chairman Peters nearly wore 
out his lungs, and tired his righttarm pounding 
agavel. He was calied upon to sell under the 
rules a good deal of oil on the account of three 
small traders who could not stand the pressure 
of $104 oil. Dozens of speculators left the Ex- 
change a great deal poorer than they were 
when they skipped in its doors in the morning, 
The market had not touched so low a point 
since Oct 16 last.

Oil Geologists Not a Success as 
Prophets, 

The investigations of geologists have been of 
very slight advantoge in determining the loca- 
tion of the hidden sand rocks which bold in 
their porous formation the petroleum of com- 
merce. Where the geologists have been 
content to announce the disclosures of the 
well diggers as they penetrated the rocks they 
have not gone astray, but in the fleid of pre- 
diction they have not been so fortunate. They 
bave been misled by preconceived potions 
about the formation of oil and coal, which do 
not precisely tally with the outturn of actual 
demonstration. As we originally procured our 
illuminating vil from the distillation of coal it 
may turn out in the end that the coal isthe 
solidified product of oil, and that the oil itself 
is a liquefied gas, originally generated by the

A Yankee Idea for Utilizing Crude 
Petroleum as Fuel. 

Among the arrivals in the city last week was 
Mr. James Billings, a well-known business man 
of Boston, who is here for the purpose of 
making some inquiries with regard to the 
economies of natural gas. Mr. Billings stated 
to a reporter that the manufacturers of Bos- 
ton and vicinity were deeply interested in the 
question of chean fuel, and read everything 
with regard to the advantages of Pittsburg in 
this respect with avidity. 

“They are figuring on a new scheme up there 
in Boston, in the way of fuel, just now, by 
means of which they hope to cope with natural 
gas,” said Mr. Billings, “‘and that is the util- 
izing of carbon oil, by the commingling of the 
elements of which crude petroleum is com- 
posed, ia the combustion chamber of the fur- 
nace, with a Jarger supply of air than usually 
finds its way there under ordinary conditions. 
Petroleum smokes when burning because of a 
deficiency of oxygen to take up its excess of 
carbon. It fails, when lighted, to give out all 
its latent heat, because the oxygen of a single 

-atmosphcre will not suffice for the perfect 
combustion of its eléments, and this difficulty 
is completely overcome by furnishing a larger 
supply of mechanical means; thatis, by the use 
of an air pump which is under complete con- 
trol,and worked directly by steam from the 
boiler. The invention, which is called the 
Therm moter,should not be confounded with an 
invention called the triple thermic motor, 
which caused so much excitement in this com- 
munity a year ortwoago. That depended for 
its energy upon the vapor of bisulphide of 
carbon, while this relies solely upon petroleum 
in its crude condition, in combination with an 
extra supply of air. 

“Manufacturers up there expect todoa great 
deal with this new process, but from what I 
have ascertained with regard to natural gas 
they will still not be able to compete with 
Pittsburg maaufacturers, There wus a test of 
the Therm motor some time ago at Salem, 
Mass., water works, and it was shown to bea 
success in every way in the matter of economy 
of fuel. Now if the supply of natural gas 
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should run out, why the local manufacturers 
could use crude petroleum.”—Pittsburg Dis-

Life of the Oil Scout. 


The oil scout, says the Petroleum Age, is not 
too good to be comprehended, but heseems to 
be imperfectly understood by the outside pub- 
lic. He is neither an Indian fighter nor a de- 
tective, nor is he across between the two, as 
some of the story papers and eyen the metro- 
politan dailies have pictured him. He is simply 
an expert in all matters that pertain to drilling 
and bandling oil wells, and is employed to get 
information, usually under difficulties, for epec- 
ulative or other purposes. A knowledge of 
woodcraft helps him on his way through the 
wild woodland, where many test wells are 
drilled, and to succeed he must be a good judge 
of human nature and have the sleek way of the 
polished city interviewer. It the detective in- 
stinct is strong in him and his mind 
is inventive and he can be ipatient and 
pay close attention to what may seem unim- 
portant details,he has many of the elements 
which go to make up the successful scout. 

The oil scout who renders valuable services 
is often forced to arrive at conclusions from 
slender indicators, and in sending a message 
from a wildcat well one mistake might cost 
his employer more money than a scout could 
expect to earn during a lifetime. Though a life 
of hardship, it is strangely attractive to most 
of the men who follow it, and the portion ofa 
man’s career spent scouting is likely to be bet- 
ter remembered than what has gone before or 
may come after. It was not an uncommon 
thing for a field man during the busy years of 
1882 and 1883 to keep his boots on four days at a 
stretch, and find refreshing slumber on a pile 
of casings or on the damp ground under the 
hemlocks. Many nights have the scouts 
watched the stars twinkle as they reclined near 
and sometimes inside the guard lines, listening 
for the faintest sound from the mystified wells. 

The professional oil scout first became a fac- 
tor in oil operations in 1877. Hewas ushered in 
with the great Bradford field, became promi- 
nent during the Cherry Grove excitement, and 
bas since been inseperably connected with all 
developments that have exerted an influence 


on specu lative values.

Offerings of 
prime crude paraffine of 126 melting point have 
been made in this market by Philadelphia 
parties at 614c, without business thus far, and 
this price would still buy it is believed. Regu- 
lar brands of 126@130 test are heldat 65@7c for 
large quantities, The inquiry is slow. Neutral 
wax is making considerable headway, and has 
been taken to some extent this season in place 
of paraffine.

The market is void of any special interest, 
except that the advance in opium reported in 
our last has been maintained and at the close 
the tendency to a higher range of values. Qui- 
nine under a light demand and more disposition 
on the part of holders to realize on surplus 
stocks is weak and dull. The general jobbing 
trade, however is good for this period of the 
year, when buyers usually only purchase to 
meet current wants, and thus not carry over 
into the new year any surplus stocks. The ad- 
vance reported in our last of various drugs 
have been maintained although for some the 
market is easier though not quotably any 
lower. The principal changes are as follows.

The market is very strong under cables re- 
ceived quoting the Smyrna market as being 
very firm at 10@10s 2d for current quality, also 
that speculators had paid as high as lls3d in 
London for several ruund lots. The result has 
been to stimulate trade here toa considerable 
extent, but the limited offerings restricts busi- 
ness. Early in the week there wasa sale of 10 
cs of prime at $3 40, also 3 cs at $3 45, and later 
5 cs at $3 4744. To-day there were further sales 
of4 cs at $350, but at the close very little 
stock was to be had at this figure as holders are 
manifesting a disposition to await further ad- 
vices before offering freely at current quota- 
tions. For future shipment an offer of $2 37% 
in bond here was declined for 10 cs, the lowest 
price named as being acceptable was $245 in 
bond, while the holder was not anxious to sell 
even at this price. For broken cases $3 55@ 
3 60 is lowest price named, although early in 
the week a few sales were made at $3 50, but at 
the close under an improved demand hoiders 
were generally quoting $3 60 except in special 
cases. Powdered opium is very firm,though not 
quotably any higher, $4 60@4 65 being lowest 
price with only limited quantities being pro- 
curable within the range. In speaking of the 
London market under date of November 14, 
Messrs. F. W. Bowyer & Bartleet say: ‘This 
market continues active, a large business hay- 
ing been done. In consequence of the unusual 
scarcity of all fine ‘soft shipping’ descriptions, 
holders are very firm; for fine Malatia 15s has 
been paid, and higher prices are now asked. 
Fine Tokat and Salonica have realized 14s 6d; 
under which none can be bought; the lower 
grades of the above descriptions have been 
dealt in to a considerable extent at former 
rates. A few cases of Bogaditz have been 
taken, prices showing no change. In fine 
*druggists’’ kinds scarcely anything has been 
done; for fine Beybazaar 10s 6d has been paid, 
seconds have realized 88 6d@9s, and inferior to 
fair Salonica 10s6d@lis9d. Persian has been 
freely taken for arrival at 14s 8d, and on the 
spot at 14s 9d,” 

There is no change in the position of mor- 
phine since our last report, except that manu- 
facturers are offering only in limited quanti- 
ties to meet current demands of their custom- 
ers. BothP & Wand R&S are still quoting 
$2 75@$3 as to quantity and style of packing. 
Other prime city makes, however, are procur- 
able at $215 in bulk and $2 40 in eighths. 
Scotch isjobbing fairly at $230 for bulk and 
$2 40@$2 50 for eighths.

The free arrivals of foreign makes together 
with an almost total absence of demand either 
in a speculative way or for consumption, causes 
the market, as one said, “to be the dullest we 
have known for months, although it is not un- 
usual for this period of the year, when very lit- 
tle is being consumed throughoutthe country.” 
The agents of nearly all of the foreign brands 
are quoting 85c except for Gold and Silver, for 
which 82i4c is named for bulk. but even this 
price fails to attract buyers, while outside 
holders are anxious to work off their 
surplus stock and are seeking bids 
of tc. Almost daily letters § are 
being received by the brokers from out-of- 
town dealers, who, as one expressed it, “feel it 
in their bones that lower prices will prevail,” 
and are trying to realize on their stock bought 
at lower prices.

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The Many Uses of Plumbago. 

From the largest forges where tons of steel 
are manufactured in Pittsburg, down to the 
studio of the photographer and the shops of 
the gilder and hatter, plumbago is of valuable 
use. And not only isit called into requisition 
to produce the highest order of steel guns and 
steelarmor for war ships, but it is good for 
polishing the sportsman’s powder and shot. 
Gunpowder used for blasting operations is also 
greatly improved by receiving a glaze or varn- 
ish of graphite, the philosophy of the operation 
being that thus the grains are prevented from 
absorbing the moisture which exists in mines 
and quarries. 

For pianos, plumbago is employed to coat 
the bridge over which the wires are drawn, be- 
cause of its perfect lubrication; it prevents 
the wire from adhering to the wood, andshould 
be as free from impurity as that used by the 
electrotyper, but need not be pulverized as 
finely. For organs, it is used to lubricate the 
sides, and should be the same as that used by 
piano makers. The German black lead im- 
parts a peculiar tone to the colors and a soft- 
ness and smoothness to the touch of felt hats. 
The very best lump only should be aecepted. 
As it has once been washed and dried in lumps, 
they will readily separate again in water, and 
no pulverizing is needed. For coloring dark 
glass for carboys, bottles, &c., the best German 
black lead is used in lumps, but no inferior 
grade willanswer. For paint, plumbago has 
long been known as possessing great value. 
The elements do not exhaust it, water sheds 
from it as from oil itself, and fire does not af- 
fect it. The grade need not be the highest, 
For the bottoms of boats and yachts it has long 
been used, especially for racing boats. It3 rise 
as a lubricator in axle grease, stove polish, 
manufacture of lead pencils, &c., is weil 
known. 
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Disaster at a Lubric Oil Works. 


A terrible’explosion at the works of the Phila- 
delphia Lubric Company, Swanson and Moore 
streets, on the Delaware river front, Philadel- 
phia last week, resulted in the death of six 
persons, the fatal injuring of several others 
and a loss of about $15,000, on which there is an 
insurance of $16,950. The yard of the Philadel- 
phia Lubric Company covers about four 
acres. It extends between Swanson street and 
Commercial avenue and from Moore to Mifflin 
street. William P. Logan is the president of 
the company and the business office is at 319 
Walnut street. Beside the destruction ofthe 
exploded still about 3000 barrels of tar and oil 
were destroyed. The tar tank was full and con- 
tained about 1500 barrels. The two other tanks 
held 800 and 700 barrels of oil each, 

For some time past the works where the ex- 
plosion occurred have been running at their 
fullest capacity,and at the time of the accident 
a gang of overa dozen men were put to work 
at repairing a large iron still which beld about 
150 barrels of refined oil. It was while they 
were thus employed that the accident occurred, 
the cause being the explosion of some gasin 
the still. The concussion blew off the lid of the 
manhole, set the oil on fire and upset the still, 
causing the burning oil to pour out over the 
unfortunate men working on some masOnry 
brneath it and in such quantities that they 
were literally boiled alive in the most horrible 


manner. Their screams were heard above the 
roaring of the flames which rushed twenty feet 
into the airand gave forth vast masses of jet 
black smoke. Several of the victims were 
blown for some distance from the exploded 
still, and those who were not directly beneatn 
it were badly shattered as well as burned. 

The cause of the explosion and fire in involv- 
edinthe most profound mystery, which is 
deepened by the fact that there was no fire un- 
der any of three stills that were bunched to- 
gether. The nearest fire was under a tar still 
forty feet distant. Jackson Hook, who has 
been about the yard for fifteen years, said: 

“Tn all ay experience I never knew astill 
head to be blown out in that way before. If 
the cause can be settled at all, it will be only 
after an examination by experts.”’ 

The most reasonable explanation is that the 
atill, which contained crude oil, leaked at some 
point, and that the introduction of air caused 
the formation of explosive gases. The resi- 
dents of the neighborhood say that the sound 
of the explosion was like tbat offa terrific peal 
of thunder, and many houses were shaken to 
their foundations.

Louisiana Minerals. 
BY PROF. LEROY BROUN, JR. 

During the later portion of September, I left 
New Orleans to go through the parishes of 
Winn, Bienville, Jackson, Culdwell and Cata- 
houla, with the view of especially luoking at 
certain well known deposits, and at the same 
time working up as far as our time would ad- 
mit their resources in the way of minerals, 
clays, etc. 

Without going into a detailed report of our 
travels, it will probably be best to take upin 
Particular each substance of value met with. 
Following this plan, we have first to call your 
attention to 

GYPSUM. 

This substance exists in our State in two 
forme, in beds and in nodules or bowlders. 

The first form belongs to the cretacious for- 
mation, said to underlie the entire State. From 
a section of a well dug in Calcasieu parish, near 
Lake St. Charles, according to Hopkins, after 
Passing through 700 feet, a bed of 640 feet of 
pure, dense, granular gypsum is encountered. 
At Rayburn’s Salt Lick this form of gypsum is 
also met with. There it is found in piles near 
the deserted wells. While visiting this locality 
I was unable to obtain any sections, but from 
one obtained by Dr. Hilgard the gypsum oc- 
curs at a depth of eighteen feet and is of two 
feet thickness. This gypsum differs from that 
in Calcasieu in having no sulphur interstratified 
between it and the overlying limestone. 

As to the nodular or bowlder gypsum this 
occurs in many of the limy clays of the Jack- 
son group throughout our Southern States—it 
exists in rounded masses from one inch to a 
font or more in diameter, or sometimes in the 
flattened crystalline form. 

Near the Coule de Said, in the southeast por- 
tion of Winn parish, there exists a considerable 
amount of thisform. From a hole of about a 
foot square we took nearly half a peck; if this 
proportion should exist over any area it would 
undoubtedly pay to mine it. Not having the 
time to carry on this investigation the matter 
was left, according to your desire in the hands 
of the owner of the land, from whom we have 
not heard as yet. 

At Bunker Hill, of Caldwell parish, running 
back from the banks of the Ouachita, exist a 
series of lime hills of about 160 feet in height

Some fifty feet from the top of these occurs a 
bed of crystalline gypsum of five feet thick- 
ness intermixed with clay. At two outcrops 
seen, in the road and on an adjoining hill it ex- 
iste ip considerable abundance; below this out- 
crop, for about eighty-five feet down the hill 
the clays are filled with minute gypsum crys- 
tala. 

Extending from this point to lower Ande- 
lusia post office, I am told these hills exist, 
though skirting back from the river. At An- 
delusia we are told that this gypsum exists as 
at Bunker Hill. 

These cases as seen of the existence of this 
nodular gypsum are only few out of many that 
doubtless exist in the lime tands of Caldw. ll, 
Winn, Natchitoches and Sabine parishes, and 
while in most cases it will not be found in 
sufficient quantity for the market, yet for the 
local consumption as a fertilizer it is of known 
great value. 

LIMESTONE. 

Thie, in the crystalline form, exists in large 
quantities near Winnfield, in Winn parish; 
here it makes up for a short distance a series of 
limestone hills and cliffs. It is of a banded 
character and forms, when polished, specimens 
of some beauty, and if it can be obtained in 
pieces of sufficient density and bearing no 
cavities, it will doubtless make serviceable in- 
door stone. By your suggestion this is now 
under progress of investigation by the owner 
of the quarry. This same limestone occurs at 
Rayburn’s salt lick of six feet thickness,under- 
lying twelve feet of clay and gravel. Accord- 
ing to the reports of Hopkins and Hilgard, this 
limestone occurs near Chicotville, where it is 
known as “St. Landry marble.” 

From these localities the stone presents a 
considerable degree of purity, and will make 
excellent lime for building purposes. Having 
no samples for work, I submit the analyses 
made by Mr. J. C. Loughridge, of Mississippi:

CLAYS. 

The “chalk hills” existing in the northern 
portion of Catahoula parish are well known, 
and much has been said of them. What is 
known as the chalk bills proper is only one hill 
in R.5 E., T.10 N.,8.7. Thisis capped off by 
four feet of sandstone, underlying which ex- 
ists a bluish white clay so-called chalk of five 
and a half feet thickness. This is followed by 
a massive dove colored clay rock of seven feet 
thickness. 

About one mile anda half southeast of this 
locality exista a splendid exposure of this same 
formation. Here, outcropping in the banks 
and beds of shallow ravines and in the sides of 
hills, is found both clays, and in many ofthe 
exposures the overlying sandstone is absent. 
These outcrops occur over sections 16, 17, 20, 21, 
22, 27 and 28, and doubtless in other localities. 
This clay when exposed dries out to a beautti- 
ful white. Being subjected to a qualitative 
analysis, it was found to be an almost pure 
clay, containing a small quantity of fine sand; 
also traces of iron and lime, with a fraction of 
a percent of magnesia. Fine splinters of it ve- 
ing subjected tothe white heat of the blast 
lamp they yielded. From these results we con- 
clude that while it will not probably make true 
porcelain, yet with proper handling it ought to 
produce a high grade of ware. 

Splinters of the massive clay stone underly- 
ing this whiter clay have been subjected to the 
heat of the blast lamp, in comparison with 
frag ments of the Hessian fire clay crucible and 
of an excellent article of fire clay tile, the ob- 
ject being to test its availability asa fire «lay- 
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-The results were as follows: 


Tu white heat for five minutes. 
Hessian crucible 
Fire clay tile 
Clay stone....... nehiananadeuae dine Fused slightly 

We would recommend that this clay be given 
athorough test by some fire brick manufac- 
turing firm. 

As to the extent of this deposit of white and 
gray clay, its outcrops as above seen, occur on 
the northern edge of the Grand Bluff group, 
and may possibly be found at other points 
along its edge; in fact, it is stated to occur 
some ten miles southeast of Fort Jessup. 

The north limit of this group, according to 
Hopkins, extends from North Sicily Island 
west, culminating in the chalk hills; from here 
southwest by Funny Louis, Post office along 
Bayou Funny Louie, south of Lake Jott, and 
from Colfax west by Bellewood, and south- 
west by Mili Creek and Toro. 


GREEN SAND MARL, 

At Bunker Hill, on the banks of the Ouach- 
ita, occurs near the water’s edge a stratum of 
green sand shell marl of eleven and a half feet 
thickness. 

Marls of this character have obtained their 
prominence in America from their occurrence 
and excellent quality in New Jersey. There 
they have been in extended use for a consider- 
able time with marked good results. 

Dr. Geo. H. Cook, former geologist of that 
State, says of this marl: “It has raised it (the 
State) from the lowest state of agricultural ex- 
baustion to a high state of improvement. 
Found in places where no capital and but little 
labor were needed to get it, the poorest have 
been able to avail themselves of its benefits. 

“Lands which in the uld style of cultivation 
had to le fallow, by the use of marl grow heavy 
crops of clover and grow rich while resting. 
Thousands of acres of this land, which have 


been worn out and left in commons, are by the 
use of this fertilizer yielding crops of the finest 
quality. Instances are pointed out everywhere 
in the mar! districts of farms which in former 
times would not support a family, but are now 
making their ownera rich from their produc- 
tiveness. Bare sands by the application of marl 
are made to grow clover, and then crops of 
corn, potatoes and wheat. What are supposed 
to be pine barrene, by the use of mar! are made 
into fruitful land.” 

By long, practical experience in the use of 
these maris it has been shown in New Jersey 
that the especial valuable fertilizing ingredient 
is the phosphoric acid contained. The lime, 
sulphuric acid and potash are also valuable. 
The more lime contained the more durable and 
lasting the benefits. The potash contained, 
owing to its occurring in a very insoluble 
form, is of little or no value when the marl is 
applied directly, but wheu previously com- 
posted with lime its beneficial effects are felt. 

An average of the valuable fertilizing in- 
gredients of the typical analysis of these marls 
gzives— 


A determinvation of these ingredients in the 
Ouachita marl gives—

This, as is seen, does not compare with the 
average given above, but still it is a good marl, 
above the average marls of our Southern States, 
and can be used with profit by those living 
nearit. Existing near the Southern border of 
the Jackson formation of the State it is reason- 
able to suppose that it outcrops in other places 
near the line running from Bunker Hill to 
Montgomery,and from Natchitoches to Gaines’ 
Ferry. 

The maris of Louisiana are not in such 
abundance as in Mississippi and Alabama, and 
we ought to use what we have to the best of 
advantage.

Tariff of the United States of Colum- 
bia. 


The attention of the Secretary of State has 
recently been called by the consuls at Colon 
and Panafhu to the fact that President Nunez, 
of the United States of Colombia, by proclama- 
tion, has declared that after December 1, 1485, 
all imports into the ports of Colon and Pana- 
ma will be subjected to tariff duties similar to 
those now imposed upon imports in other ports 
of Colombia, but with a reduction of 40 per 
cent. All imports into the two ports mentioned 
have been heretofore free of duty, and the 
question was raised whether this country had 
the right to insist upona continuance of free 
trade with these ports. The State Department 
officers have decided, however, that there is no 
treaty between this country and Colombia 
which stipulates for free entry of goods at 
Colon and Panama, and that the Govern- 
ment of Columbia has the right to levy any 
tariff it pleases which does not impose greater 
duties upon imports from the United States of 
America than upon those from other countries, 
Some estimate of the nature of the duties about 
to be imposed can be made from the remark of 
a merchant in Panama to the American Con- 
sul, that the duty would add $15 to the cost 
ofacase of brandy. The tariff of the United 
States of Colombia requires the certification of 
all invoices before a consul of that countryin 
the foreign ports of origin, and all dutiable 
articles are classified and assessed at a fixed rate 
per kilogramme for the article ot each class. 
The consuls at Panama and Cclon report that 
there is great discontentment among the mer- 
chants affected by this edict and that efforts to 
obtain a modification of it will be made by the 
merchants before the National Convention of 
the United States of Colombia, which meets at 
Bogota on the 11th of the current month. 
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The Alkaloids of Cinchona Bark. 


According to Howard and Weddell, not only 
certain barks yield no quinine at all, but the 
forests which yield the best bark, as far as this 
particular alkaloid is concerned, are fast fail- 
ing to supply it. Moreover, the Indian planta- 
tions have proved that the barks which appear 
to be the most robust in that climate are not 
those which contain the most quinine. It be- 
came, therefore, an exceedingly interesting 
question to investigate the therapeutic proper 
ties of the other alkaloids, and to thie effect 
careful observations were made in India with 
cinchonine, cinchonine and quinidine. Up- 
wards of 1,000 patients were treated with these 
three bases in lieu of quinine, and a report 
issued at Madras stated that the therapeutic 
effects scarcely differed at all from those ob- 
tained with quinine. Of 1,145 patients 1,111 
were cured in almost equal proportions, which 
ever of the three other alkaloids was given. 

It would appear, therefore, to be a matter of 
indifference whether patients suffering from 
intermittent fever are treated with quinine or 
with one or other of the different alkaloids 
present in the cinchona barks. This being ad- 
mitted, the preference would, of course, be 
given to that alkaloid which could be obtained 
at the smallest cost. 

Howard has shown that quinidine cannot be 
got cheaper than quinine, so that the question 


has to be fought out commercially between 
cinchonine and cinchonidine, either of which 
can be obtained at about one-third the cost of 
quinine. 

Cinchona accumulates in manufactories 
where the cinchona barks are specially treated 
for quinine (which it usually accompanies). Its 
price is now low, but that would cease to be 
the case if physicians should recognize that 
other bases can replace quinine, Then cin- 
chonine will accumulate no longer, and, as it 
rises in price, attention will be turned towards 
cinchonidine. It does not appear probable 
that the price of the latter will rise for many 
years. for not only the trees whose barks yield 
it exist abundantly in the forests of South 
America, but the most robust tree of the In- 
dian cinchona plantations is the cinchona 
succirubra, the bark Of which is rich in cin- 
chonidine.—Chemist and Drug gist. 
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Cinnamon Exports from Ceylon. 


A correspondent writing to the Tropical Ag- 
riculturist from Colombo, says: 

In a London commercial letter reference is 
made to the rumors circulated there to the ef- 
fect that there would be “a marked decline in 
the cinnamon exports from Ceylon during the 
next few months.” Why or how this decline 
is anticipated I cannot guess, But I find that 
the exports of cinnamon during the present 
and the past three years were as follows:

From Oct. 1. 1881 to Aug. 20, 1882 1,180,519 
1882 - 1883 1,0€2,270 
1883 1884 1,353,426 
1884 1885 1,242,372 


This shows that the exports of 1883-4 were 
greatly in excess of those of 1882-3 or 1881-2, 
There was a slight falling off in the exports of 
1884-5 as compared with 1883-4, but they com- 
pare very favorably with the exports of the 
two preceding years. The slight falling off is 
due to the late setting in of the southwest mon- 
soon, which is the season for peeling and cur- 
ing. But this will not materially affect the 
trade. Cinnamon ts not usually affected to any 
very considerable extent by the failure of rain 
or protracted dry weather. To say that cinna- 
mon has been short in production owing to the 
extension of cocoanut and tea planting is sim- 
ply a fallacy. Cinnamon has in no place been 
uprooted or burnt out to make room for other 
new products. But those who urge thisasa 
reason to account for the deciine in the exports 
of cinnamon forget to take an account of the 
land which is being newly converted into cinna- 
mon plantations. The slight decline in the ex- 
ports, besides being due to the lateness of the 
working season, may also be accounted for by 
the unprecedentedly low prices which have 
ruled for some time in the cinnamon market— 
prices which held out little or no inducement 
to proprietors of cinnamon properties to pre- 
pare the article for shipment. That the lighter 
kinds are in greater favor is easily explained, 
The owners of small patches of cinnamon do 
not grudge to pay higher wages to the peelers 
and others ezgaged in the curing trade in order 
to give to their small consignments an appear- 
ance very much the same asif not quite «qual 
to that of the product of large estates. This 
is easily accomplished by giving the barka 
finer appearance. But after all this consists in 
appearance, notin quality. Cinnamon isan ar- 
ticle which has to be tested by taste, not by 
sight. 
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Cinchona Bark Febrifage. 


Says a Calcutta contemporary:—*' Lhe capital 
outlay by the Bengal Government on the cin- 
chona plantations in Bengal, and the manufac- 
ture of febrifuge, since the first commence- 
ment of the gardens, has been R10,84,202, which, 
we are told, has been recouped more than 
twice over by the saving effected by the sub- 
stitution of cinchona febrifuge for quinine in 
the Government medical institutions. Looked 
at in a more purely commercial light, the 
operutions of last year realized a profit of 
37,582, which is equal toa dividend of about 
3% per cent on the capital outlay, exclusive of 
the saving from the use of the febrifuge. The 
total revenue for the year was R1,24,225, whilst 
the expenditure was R81,706. The crop for the 
yeur amounted to 339,201 lbs of dry bark, of 
which 325,125 lbs were red, and 14,076 lbs yellow 
bark. The whole of this crop, with but a small 
exception, was made over to the febrifuge fac- 
tory for disposal. The demand, however, for 
the febrifuge seems to be decreasing, for the 
amount issued last year was only 7,152 ibs 4 ozs, 
as against 9,144 lbs 12 ozs in the previous year. 
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Arrowroot, 


A correspondent, writing from Coomera 
saye:—The arrowroot-making is uncommonly 
late this year, only one or two mills having as 
yet begun the work. Shortness of water isstill 
the cry in some cases, and in others the machin- 
ery is not yet ready. There is a good crop of 
bulbs which the frost will not injure, but delay 
into the warm and growing weather will lessen 
the flower of the bulb by the loss which shoots 
will occasion; yet is there no probability of 
scarcity in the article, or reduction in the qual- 
ity,there being liberal stocks on hand from last 
year. The extension, however, in the area 
under arrowroot appears to have received a 
check from the reduction in price of the past 
and present year.”

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Cocaine Abused. 
Like chloral and other of its celebrated but 
less brilliant predecessors, cocaine must suffer 


the result of abuses which are the natural se- 
quence of its wonderful popularity and the 
praises which have been heaped upon it on 
every hand. Coming suddenly into promi- 
nence and being generally recommended for 
the relief of pain, many people inspired by 
glowing accounts in the local press, have made 
free use of it. It is not surprising therefore, 
that some have used too much and that, among 
the thousands who have enjoyed the relief af- 
forded by the “angel of arsesthesia,” some ill 
effects should be reported. These reports, as 
presented by the daily papers, must cause a re- 
action of popular, if not professional, senti- 
ment in regard to the drag, and cocaine may 
naturally sink far too low in public estimation 
before rising to its permapent level). 


At a meeting of the Medico-Legal Society No- 
vember 18, Prof. R. Ogden Doremus told about 
a case of fatal poisoning from the application 
of cocaine to an aching tooth. Dr. F. M. 
Thomas, a graduate of Bellevue Hospital,wrote 
to him about the case from Kansas City and 
wanted an opinion from the society. On Nov. 
8, Dr. Thomas was called to attend the woman 
referred to. He found her dying and quite un- 
conscious. The doctor made inquiries and was 
convinced that it was a case of cocaine poison- 
ing. He sent what was left of the medicine she 
had been using for her tooth to Prof. Doremus. 
The professor recognized it as hydrochloride of 
cocaine, 4 per cent solution. 


After listening to the facts as recited by Prof. 
Doremus, and to his explanation of the proper- 
ties and effects of the drug, the meeting agreed 
with one exception, that it was a case ot coca- 
ine poisoning. Dr. Holcourt said that cocaine 
should be labeled in drug stores asa poison. 
Another physician said that he had givena 
large dose toa cat and it died of convulsions 
in 12 minutes. Experifsents upon anima's pro- 
duced substantially the same symptoms as had 
been mentioned in the case of the Kansas City 
woman. It was suggested that in view of the 
cocaine spray used in Gen. Grant’s case, it 
would be interesting at some future meeting 
to hear something from the general’s physi- 
cians on the effects of the drug. 


The Daily Alta Californian characterizes co- 
eaine in display head-lines: ‘The Devil’s Own 
Drug;” “Medicine that Changes a Saint into a 
Scoundrel;” “‘A Drug which has its Uses asa 
Local Anaesthetic but withal isan Extremely 
Dangerous Thing.’’ Following appears an in- 
terview with an cld physician, taken from the 
St. Louis Republican, in which the medical man 
reports the case of a patient whose depressed 
spirits seemed to be tending to mental disease. 
He had used cocaine hypodermically with magi- 
cal results; the treatment continued successful 
for a time, but later the melancholy returned 
worse than before. It was then discovered that 
the patient had formed the ‘‘cocaine habit” and 
was using the drug hypodermically to her great 
injury. The physician thinks there is great 
danger that users of cocaine will form an 
awful habit. 


The reporter remarked “I thought that Dr. 
Bauduy had discovered the drug had wonder- 
ful effects in cases of insanity.’ To which the 
doctor replied : 


“It has. Cocaine is valuable. But if you 
will read what Dr. Bauduy writes in the last 
number of the St. Louis Medical Record you 
will discover that there is nothing too strong 
for him to say in reprobation of the abuse of 
this drug. lle describes its effect as a base en- 
slavement of the mind. He describes the 
phenomena as tending to selfishness and mor- 
bid criminality. Indeed he advises that in 
cases where it is necessary to administer co- 
caine the patient should never be permitted to 
find out what has been given, for he describes 
the cocaine habit as one easy to form, awful in 
effect, and difficult to cure.”

Philadelphia Uollege of Pharmacy. 


At the pharmaceutical meeting of the Phila- 
delphia College of Pharmacy, the registrar, Mr. 
Thos. 8. Wiegand, exhibited an improved label 
drawer, designed to prevent the drawer being 
removed from the frame of the counter, and 
thus emptying it of its contents. Every drug- 
gist knows the loss of time and danger of hav- 
ing articles mislabeled in consequence of such 
accidents. The improvement consists in having 
movable slides in which the drawer moveg, but 
from which it cannot be detached; these in 
turn again are fastened to the frame of the 
counter; they support the drawer, even drawn 
out to its full extent. 


Prof. Trimble exhibited specimens of the co- 
chineal insect, sent from Texas by Mr. Herman 
Schuchard, of San Antonio, a graduate of the 
college, class 18%5. 

Prof. Maisch exhibited some specimens of 
false ginseng; the first sample shown wus ob- 
tained in 1881, and had no similarity in appear- 
ance to true ginseng; it was a rhizome of some 
monocotyledonous plant. The other sample 
seems to be the root of one of the umbellifers, 
but which he was unable to say; it is a fusi- 
form root of the size and color of ginseng, but 
is not branched below. He also exhibited a 
variety of specimens of Spanish saffron. Three 
specimens of absolutely pure saffron were ex- 
hibited; two of them were of Pennsylvania 


origin. 



















Mr, Wallace Procter exhibited a specimen of 
cinnamon water which was nearly two years 
old, and was made by the use of kaolin, instead 
of magnesium carbonate or precipitated cal- 
cium phosphate; it was made from oil of cassia, 
and not with the oil of Ceylon cinnamon; the 
water prepared from the true cinnamon oil is 
very liable to changein appearance, and hence 
oil of cassia is most generally preferred. 

Mr. Procter stated that he had recently made 
gun cotton by the process published by Mr. 
Pile in the Proceedings of the Pennsylvania 
Pharmaceutical Association for 1884. The 
peculiarity of the process is in the use of equal 
volumes of sulphuric acid, sp, gr. 1°835, and of 
nitric acid, sp. gr. 1°45, the latter of which is 
not easily obtained, but it is quite satisfactory 
in working: when the temperature has fallen to 
95 deg. or 100 deg. F. the cotton is immersed for 
teu hours. 

Mr. Pile stated that the strength of the nitric 
acid seemed quite important, as the sulphuric 
acid in uniting witha weak acid gave a much 
higher temperature, and he thought it owing 
to the amount of water uniting with the sul- 
phuric acid; at a higher temperature pyroxylin 
is formed in a much shorter time, but more or 
less of the cotton is likely to be dissolved. 

Prof. Runyon, of the California College of 
Pharmacy. was introduced to the meeting, and 


made a few remarks.

At the annual meeting of the California Col- 
lege of Pharmacy, held Nov. 12, President W. 
M. Searby presented an interesting report. 
Treasurer E. A. Schreck showed in his report 
that the receipts were, during the last year,

At the: November meeting of the Kings 
Connty _Pharmaceutical Society; the Lecture 
Committee reported on work done so far, 
showing a gratifying success, At the first lec- 
ture by Professor L. T. Perkins, on November 
5, there were fifty-one entries of students for 
the full course. It is expected that the num- 
ber will reach seventy-five or more. 

Mr. W. P. DeForest offers a prize U.S. Dis- 
pensatory (latest), to be competed for by those 
students having less than three years’ experi- 
ence on July 1, 1885. They shall appear for an 
examination in the spring of 1886, beforea 
committee composed of two members of the 
Board of Pharmacy, two members of the Lec- 
tvre Committee, and the president of this so- 
ciety, the examination to be written and con- 
ducted under the rules of the Board of Phar- 
macy, on the subjects treated by the different 
lecturers this winter. 

Dr. R. G. Eccles read a valuable paper giving 
an analysis of one thousand prescriptions dis- 
pensed in his store. He compared figures with 
those given by Mr. Troppmann, some time ago 
in San Francisco. 

The following will give some idea of the dif- 
terence inthe prescriptions between two re- 
mote sections of our country. The figures 
preceding the names are the numbers of times 
each article was prescribed in a San Francisco 
thousand, while those succeeding represent the 
Brooklyn thousand.

According to Lafou, a trace of digitalin can 
readily be detected by mixing the suspected 
substance with a mixture of equal parts of al- 
cohol and sulphuric acid, heating untila yellow 
coloration is produced, and then adding a drop 
of solution of chloride of iron; it digitalin is 
present, a blue green color is produced, lasting 
for several hours. This reaction is very deli- 
cate.—Am. Jour. Pharm. 


Arsenical paste for dentists, according to the 
Month. Mag. Pharm, is prepared as follows: 
Arsenious acid 2 parts, sulphate of morphine 1 
part, creosote to make astiff paste. A quan- 
tity the size of a pin’s head is enough for one 
application. It should be spread on cotton 
wool and placed in the tooth, It will thus de- 
stroy the sensibility of a carious tooth, and in 
a few hours the tooth would be ready for stop- 
ping. 

Sulphuretted bydrogen free from arsenic is 
readily obtained, according to Dr. Gerbard, by 
heating a solution of sulphide of magnesium— 
made by passing H,S into milk of magnesia—to 
about 60 deg. C.; when the temperature has 
reached avout 95 deg. C. the reaction will be 
over. As milk of magnesia absorbs hydrosul- 
phuric acid slowly, it can be made more quick- 
ly by decomposing the alkaline sulphides 
with chloride or sulphate of magnesium.— 
Arch, d. Pharm. 


Powdered meat is prepared by Mr. P. G. Dan- 
necy, of Rio de Janeiro, as follows: Immerse 
the meat for one hour in about ten times its 
volume of boiling water, with an addition of 
1 per cent. Of salt. It should then be taken 
out, allowed to cool, and then cut into slices of 
about 4% inch thick; dry these pieces upon 
cloths ata temperature of 40 to 50 deg. C. ina 
well ventilated oven. In three hours’ time 
they may be powdered in a marble mortar with 
a wood pestle.—Ex. 


At a meeting of the Alumni Association, 
Philadelphia College of Pharmacy, November 
10, Prof. Frank Woodbury, A.M., M.D., deliv- 
ered a lecture, the title of which was “Things 
Material and Immaterial.”’ Recitations by Miss 
F. Lizzie Peirce, Miss A. Maud Taylor, who re- 
cited ‘Mary Queen of Scots,” and Miss Mary E. 
Blomer, who rendered “The Duellist’s Vic- 
tery,” were greatly enjoyed. The remaining 
social meetings will occur on Tuesday, Decem- 
ber 8th; Tuesday, January 12th, and Tuesday, 
February 9, 1886. 

A solution of the free alkaloid cocaine in 
olive oil is highly recommended by a New 
York phvsician for toothache, nuralgia, eto. 
The solution is easily effected by the aid of a 
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gentle heat. One advantage is that when used 
locally in the mouth the oil mixes less readily 
with the saliva. Professor Bignon of Lima, 
Peru, who has sudied coca in its native land, 
says that the free alkaloid cocaine is much 
more active than any of its salts. In support 
of his views he cites the well known custom of 
ths natives, chewing coca leaves with alkaline 
ash which isolates the alkaloid. 


The Savannah News says that Dr. Otis B. 
Sales,an Augusta, Ga., druggist, was tried in 
the United States District Court November 20, 
for retailing liquor without a license. Four 
witnesses swore that that they bought a whisky 
flavored liquid of the accused in February and 
and March of 1885. The decoction was put up 
in 12 oz, bottles, labeled “Rock and rye bal- 
sam.’’ All of the witnesses agreed that it 
tasted like sweetened whisky. The defendent 
admitted that he had sold and prescribed rock 
and rye belsam frequently as a tonic, but never 
knowingly as a beverage. The druggist stated 
that the mixture contained tincture of iron, 
rock candy, simple elixir, spiritus fermenti 
and other ingredients. The per cent. of spirits 
in the mixture was decided to be 842-3. The 
jury pronounced the defendant not guilty. 


Sir James Paget has been carefully studying 
the question “What Becomes of the Doctors?’’ 
and reports that of 1,000 medical students 
whose careers were carefully followed, 23 at- 
tained eminence or gained leading practices; 
66 had considerable success, gaining more than 
ordinary influence in their immediate vicinity; 
507 were fairly successful, being able to live by 
their profession alone, 124 had an exceedingly 
limited practice,and 56 failed entirely; 96 (or 
nearly one-tenth) abandoned the profession en- 
tirely; 87 died after entering practice, of whom 
five suicided, and 41 died while at college, most 
of them of phthisis, though two of them com- 
mitted suicide. This compilation was made in 
England; in America the proportion that leaves 
the profession to engage-in other pursuits 
would be found to be much greater.—Medjcal 
Age. 


“Parcelsus”’ in the Brit. and Col. Drug. says: 
“Talking of cocaine, Mr. Thomas Christy has 
just placed in my hand a small specimen ofa 
solid ‘extract of coca,’of Bolivian manufacture. 
It presents the appearance of a light green fria- 
ble cake, the color being due to chlorophyl, 
and the smallest particle placed upon the 
tongue imparts the well-known cocaine sting, 
and speedily induces local anwethesia. The 
quantity—a grain or two only—was far too 
sinall for detailed examination, but the speci- 
men in my hands contained 26.4 per cent of co- 
caine, If, as I hear, it can be cheaply imported, 
this product should have manifold uses in med- 
icine and surgery, as in the majority of cases it 
might replace the commercial white alkaloid, 
which, although reduced in price, is still 
costly.’’ 


A Conway, Kansas, druggist, in a letter to 
the Nattonal Druggist, says “On beginning 
business some months ago it was our intention 
to not sell liquor under any circumstances, ex- 
cept as it might be an ingredient in such pro- 
portion that it should not come under the law. 
We soon found, however, that the plan would 
not work. One nighta man came to us in a 
great hurry and distress. His cow was snake 
bitten, and he must have Iijuor at any price. 
He was questioned and his story held together 
in detail. Sympathy was brought to bear. and 
he got a pint of alcohol, but in order to protect 
ourselves from possible treachery it was 
“loaded”’ like the hunter's gan, to kill if it was 
bear, and to miss if it was‘*calf,” and sure 
enough it wascalf, for he brought a good part 
of it back next morning and gave us a terrible 
taking which we took in good part. * * * 
In our opinion, the demand made on the drug- 
gist for it proves that other sources for pro- 
curing it are closed, and if the trade, then, can 
be controlled to a proper extent, prohibition 
would be a success.” 

A druggist, in business at Fort McLeod, in 
the Northwest, writes as follows to the Cana- 
dian Pharm, Jour.: “When I firet ‘hung out my 
shingle’ in the West I was a thorough ‘tender- 
foot.’ A cowboy named—from his gambling 
proclivities—Seven-up Davis’ alias ‘Four-Jack 
Bob,’ wearing a buckskin shirt and pair of 
‘chaps,’ (leather overalls), with his sombrero on 
the back of his head, walked into our dispens- 
ary. After eyeing the rows of, to bim, myste- 
rious looking bottles and then me, he said: 
‘Say. young man, are you the doc, that runs 
this pisin slinging outfit?” I replied that I 
acted inthat capacity. ‘Well then,’ said he, 
‘can you save it to-day?’ I acquainted him 
with the fact that I did not understand what 
he meant. ‘Look a here now, none of yer 
joshing; can’t you save alife?’? I answered 
thatI would endeavor to do my utmost, but 
desired to hnow who was dying. His huge 
frame shook with laughter at my ignorance of 
Heeperian vernacular, and then said: ‘What! 
no Rocky Mountain Dew. no Old Alky, or to 
give you the straight tip, seein’ you’r a pilgrim, 
nope of the Old Creatur,eh?’ * * I returned 
shortly with a tonic potion which as suddenly 
disappeared as if he had run the ‘joker’ up his 
sleeve. After thanking me in his rough man- 
ner he threw a bill on the prescription desk 
and was making his exit when I called him 
back for his change, remarking that half of it 
was more than sufficient. Remonstrance was 
vain, for his reply as he closed the door was: 
‘Corral your dust; young man, four bits (So, 
aint enough for such a way up lay-out.’”

The chemical market continues quiet ard 
steady with little change in position or prices. 
All stocks are very light, specially bleaching 
powder. With any improvement in demand 
values would quickly harden. There are no 
indications, however, of any material increase 
in the demand within the next few weeks, and 
the market is likely to remain unchanged for 
some time to come. Brimstone, under cables 
reporting a stronger market abroad, has ad- 
vanced in values for future shipment. Chlo- 
rate of potash continues scarce for prompt de- 
livery. Kainit is in demand, specially for the 
south, with only light stocks available for 
prompt celivery. The other light chemicals 
are all steady and meeting with the usual job- 
bing demand. Mr. D. B. McCulloch in his cir- 
cular under date of Liverpool, November 12, 
says: ‘‘Chemicals continue quiet, but there is 
more inquiry for some articles. Saltcake and 
sodaash steady. Caustic soda very dull. Soda 
crystals lower. Bleaching powder better, 
Owing to fresh American buying on reduced 
stocks. Chlorate of potash scarce but less 
wanted. Makers are very firm for next year at 
6léc and practically sold out for 1885. Sulphate 
of copper slow. Pot ashes firm. Prussiate of 
potash easier. Nitrate of soda rather stiffer. 
Sulphate of ammonia has further declined for 
prompt delivery. Nov-Dec £10 10s, Jan £10 15s, 
Feb-Mar £11f0b Hull and Leith, but rather 
nominal. Manganese—Cheap offers for next 
year are rather causing buyers to supply their 
wants for that]period.” 


Heavy Chemicals. 

Carbonated soda ash 48 per cent of the vari- 
ous Liverpool brands remain in the same quiet 
position that has characterized this market for 
some weeks past. Stocks, while not excessive 
are ample to meet current wants of the trade, 
which are light at the moment, The sales 
comprise 10) tons at prices ranging from 134@ 
14%c asto brand, quantity and holder. High 
test is in better stock and at the moment is 
rather hard to sell @xcept when some con- 
cessions are made. We quote 1 30@1 35c as to 
quantity and brand, but to place a round lot 
our inside figure would have to be shaded. 
Messrs. Robert Crooks & Co., in speaking of the 
Liverpoo! market under date of November 12, 
say: *“‘We bave no material change to report in 
either carbonated or caustic ash. The latter is 
extremely quiet, but makerswill not make any 
further reduction, High test carbonated is if 
anything a shade easier.” 

Caustic soda ash 48 per cent of the various 
Liverpool makes, is meeting with the usual 
consumptive demand. Stocks being light, 
holders are able to maintain values at previous 
quotations. For shipments over the balance 
of the year there have been a few inquiries in 
the market, but as buyers’ views range from 
1 2744@1 30c, no business has been done as hold- 
ers decline to accept these low prices. Sales 
are reportedin a jobbing way of 75 tons at 
prices ranging from 13134@1 40c, as to brand, 
holder and quantity. High test is dull at the 
moment and in the absence of any active de- 
mand is numinally quoted at 1 27}4@1 3ii4c, us 
to make, quantity and holder. 

Newcastle soda ash 48 per cent, is without 
special feature. The arrival of a steamer from 
Hull with several lots, will in a measure relieve 
the market to some extent, although the bulk 
is under contract for consumption. There are 
several orders in the market for forward ship- 
ment at 1 30c; this holders decline to accept, al- 
though it was accepted for 50 tons from dock. 
The general quotations for well known brands 
for future shipment range from 1 8244@) 35c, as 
to brand, quantity and date of shipment. High 
test remains in the same position tat bas 
characterized this article for some weeks past. 
Buyers and sellers are apparently no nearer 
together. The general bid is 144c for future 
shipments with 1274@130c demanded, as to 
brand, quantity and holder. 

Alkali 36 per cent. is mecting with only a 
moderate demand; for spot goods 1 25@1 30c is 
asked, while for shipments 1 20cis named, at 
which we note sales of 25 tons. For BM 48 per 
cent there has been a fair inquiry, the sales 
reaching fnir proportions at prices ranging 
frem 134@1 40c gsto quantity. The arrivals of 
high test BM continue to come freely to band, 
thus giving ample stovk to draw upon to meet 
current wants. For contracts over 1886 there 
has only been a moderate demand; values con- 
tinue steady at 1 324¢c. The sales comprised 
250 tons at 1 32K@1 35c, asto quantity and date 
of delivery; also 125 tons in jobbing orders at 
134@1 40c as to quantity. There have been 
sales of an outside brand at 1#0@I1 324¢c as to 
quantity. The other bigh test refined alkalies 
are all steady under an improved demand at 
prices ranging from 140@150c as to brand, 
quantity and date of delivery. 

The stock of prime high test bleaching pow- 
der onthe spot for immediate delivery con- 
tinues very scarce, what little does come to 
hand by steamers is under contract for con- 
sumption, hence no relief is given to the mar- 
het, either here or at near by cities. For prime 
fresh high test steamer brands 16521 0c is 
lowest price named and notrouble is experi- 
enced in placing them at these figures. The 
reports of a firmer market abroad causes 
holders not fo be anxioug sellers. For shi 
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ments during November and December there 
have been sales of 225 casks at 1 5244@155c as to 
brand, quantity and holder. In speaking of 
the Liverpool market Messrs, P. C. Carr & Co., 
in their circular say: “Bleaching powder in 
short supply and not many re-sales, but lower 
prices have again been taken, and a good deal 
has been sold for next year for the home trade 
at less than was paid a few weeeks since. Hard- 
wood for prompt closes with more inquiry, and 
buyers offering £6@6 2s 6d and £6 12s 6d refused 
for one of the best brands. Several hundred 
tons sold this week for November and Decem- 
ber at £6 5s, and one o1 two lots booked at £6 
2s 6d, and we hear that some of the Tyne mak- 
ers are buying back.” 

Caustic soda 60 per cent is quiet at the mo- 
ment and is nominally quoted at 2 80@2 90c as 
to brand, quantity, and holder. The arrivals of 
high test continue to come freely to hand. The 
bulk, however, are under contract for con- 
sumption, hence no surplus stocks fitds its 
way on the market. For spot delivery the price 
ranges from 2 60@2 65c as to quantity,withsales 
of 125 dmswithin the range. For shipment 
during November and December 2 55c is asked, 
with buyers offering 250c. The sales comprise 
300 dme at 2 5244@2 55c as to brand and quan- 
tity. For 76 per cent there is the usual con- 
sumptive demand with sales of 80 dms reported 
at 4@3 05c as to quantity. Messrs Robert Crooks 
& Coin speaking of the Liverpool market un- 
der date of November 12say: “There isa fair 
inquiry for next year, but bvyers are not yet 
educated up to makers’ ideas, which at present 
range about £8 17s 6d for 70 per cent, £8 15s has 
been refused. Onthe spot the demand is very 
quiet and one or two makers being free sellers 
we think bids of £8 12s86d would be accepted, 
although £8 15s@8 16s 3d is generally asked.” 

Saisoda English continues to arrive freely 
upon a dull market, only small sales are re- 
ported from dock at 95@Ilc as to quantity. For 
shipments under reports of an easier market 
on the Tyne are now quoted at 91@92%4c as to 
quantity and date of shipment, with sales of 
150 tons reported within the range. 

Sal soda American is meeting with the usual 
consumptive demand. Stocks are beginning 
to accumulate in makers’ hands, thus giving 
them a better surplusto draw upon to meet 
current wants of consumers. The sales com- 
prise 250 tons at prices ranging from 10@ 
102}4ec fob less 14 per cent forcash as to 
quantity and style of packing. 

Salt cake continues in light stock availabic 
for prompt delivery in either foreign or domes- 
tic makes. Of the latter we get sales of 100 
tons of future delivery at 75@80c as to make 
test aud date of delivery. Messrs. P. D, Carr & 
Co., in their circular, in speaking of this article, |, 
says: Salt cake has been neglected, and is offer- 
ing more freely; the value for prompt is about 
33s 6d@34s 6d. and 34s would buy for all next 
year, although some makers, who are almost 
sold out, are still asking 35s and 36s, There has 
been more inquiry for export to the Continent 
lately.” 

Granulated crystals and carbonate of soda 
both continue to come freely to hand, thus giv- 
ingample stock to meet the increasing demand 
for these makes. The sales comprise 75 tons at 
prices ranging from 1 75@1 85c. as to quantity 
for either make.

Oxalic acid 
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A Fertilizer Cheap as Dirt. 

Ap agriculturist sends to the London Times a 
complaint that may be found to have more or 
less application nearer home. Experience 
gained in farming has taught me that while 
about twenty tons of mangold wurtel can be 
grown with the aid of foreign guano, costing 
about £12 per ton, 60 tons or thereabouts can 
be grown with sewage manure,costing less than 
one-third of that amount. Shakespeare knew 
the value of this compost, for he has told us: 


“The earth’s a thief, 
That feeds and breeds by a composture stolen 
From general excrement.’ 


We, as a nation, nevertheless ignore his teach- 
ing which ts also the teaching of nature, be- 
bause we starve our land, and at an enormous 
cost we poison our rivers, destroy our fish food 
block up our navigation and lay the founda- 
tion of fever, chulera, etc. We learn from the 
reports of the Royal Agricultural Society of 
England that we cultivate 15,000,000 acres, pro- 


cent. Well arranged factories working witha 
lose of nearly 4 to 6 per cent at most, and 
turning the nitrogenous residues to account, 
are able, we are told’to manufacture a better 
produaé at a cheaper rate. 

In Southern Italy alone the number of boilers 
emploped in the tartar manufacture amounts 
to 3,000 or 3,500, and produce annually about 
12,000,000 Ibs of crude cream of tartar, contain- 
ing On an average 69 to 70 per cent of tartaric 
acid as bitartrate of potash. 4 per cent as tar- 
trate of lime, 544 per cent of moisture, organic 
matter and sand (1 per cent), together with mi- 
nute quantities of alumina, iron, copper, phos- 
phoric acid; the total amount of tartaric acid 
being equal to about 94'6 of pure bitartrate of 
potash. 

The manufacture of the Cremore di Vinaccia 
directly from the marc of the red grape is car- 
ried on in a more scientific manner and with 
greater profit than the Cremore di Santo Anti- 
mo, since alcohol is obtained as a by-product. 
The former yields about 8 per cent of bitartrate 
of potash and 7 to 8 per cent of tartrate of lime. 
The manufacture of cream of tartar or refined 
tattartis not carried on to so large an extent 
as the crude product.

New Source of Citric Acid. 


Large quantities of citric acid have been ex- 
tracted from the fruit of the cranberry, which 
contains 14% to1% per cent. of the pure acid, 


faccompanied by one-quarter to one-third per 


cent. of malic acid; but the quantity of the lat- 
ter is said to vary in different localities, and it 
diminishes as the fruit becomes completely 
ripe. A certain quantity of malic acid is, how- 
ever always present. 

It isnot probable that the fruit of the cran- 
berry, though extremely abundant in some lo- 
calities, will be able to compete commercially 
with the lemon, any more than the tomato can, 
which Silvestri showed to contain a large pro-

Mr.G. Kaemmer gives an inter sting account 
of the tartar industry in Italy, from which the 
Monthly Mag. Pharmacy extracts a few facts 
which appear more especially worthy of notice. 
The greater proportion of the Italian tartar is 
obtained from the marc and lees, and sold as 
half refined. 

Cream of tartar is manufactured in Italy to a 
very small extent in the South, but somewhere 
more largely in Piedmont, Tuscany,Lom bardy, 
and generally speaking Upper Italy. The man- 
ufacture of tartar—Cremore di Santo Antimo— 
is carried on largely in the South, and has con- 
centrated around Santo Antimo, Trani, Barri 
and Messina. 

The lees are collected in the various prov- 
inces, dried on the spot, and forwarded bome, 
where they are ground in common horizontal 
milis, boiled in copper boilers, holdirg about 
1,200 quarts, with from ten to twelve times 
their weig ht of water, and the whole allowed 
to stand for five or six days, care being taken 
to prevent the crystals which form at the sur- 
face from falling to the bottom. The liquor 
and crystals are removed from the insoluble 
portion, and this is boiled with sulphuric or 
bydrochloric acid, and potash added subse- 
quently, in a thoroughly empirical manner, to 
effect the conversion of the tartrate of lime 
into acid tartrate of potash. This second crop 
of bitartrate is of less purity than that obtained 
by the first crystaliization and is mixed there- 
with. 


The cost. of working (owing, it is said. to the 
crudeness of the apparatus) are very small. 
Tbe loss of tartaric acid varies from 8 to 15 per

The activity noticed in our last bas continued 
throughout the week just closed, and there 18a 
noticeable improvement all along the line. The 
war clouds in the East have affected the value 
of the various articles drawn from that source, 
and an advancing and excited market has been 
the result. Cutch and gambier have been the 
centers of interest in this and foreign markets, 
and the position of both articles have been 
greatly strengthened, everything favoring 
holders. The indigo market shows signs of im- 
provement and as the finer grades are scarce. 
the medium kinds are held very firm. In colors 
there is nothing of interest deserving especial 
mention. There have been very few changes 
in the downward direction, the genera) tone 
being strong, with an upward inclination. 
Prussiate of soda is gaining favor to the detri- 
ment of prussiate of potash, in place of which 
it is being used to a considerable extent, princi- 
pally in silk dyeing. 

Alizarine is difficult to quote, as prices are 
very irregular. The nominal quotation is 24c, 
but as previously stated, sales are made at 20@ 
2ic, though holders do not name these figures 
when quoting to buyers. There is a fair de- 
mand, but this has no effect in regulating 
prices. Alizarine assistant is offered at 18c for 
70 per cent and l6c for 60 per cent on the way, 
The quotations for domestic alizarine assistant 
are 10@18c, according to strength. 

Divi divi is quoted at $45 per ton on the spot. 
but we understand that a lot of 50 tons was 
purchased at a shade below this figure, and that 
other sales would be made on similar terms, 
though most holders think $45 low. 

Bichromate ef potash is selling to a moderate 
extent. The price is held steady and no sales 
have been made below 9%c so far as we can 
learn. Bichromate of soda is offered at 774@8c 
as to holder, but is not receiving much atten- 
tion. 

Prussiate of potash is firm and there is no 
surplus stock. We note sales of 20 cks yellow 
at 2lc less 1 per cent and this is the general 
quotation. Sales of 10 cks of prussiate of soda 
have been made at 1744@18c. 

Cochineal is stiffening in price under an in- 
creased demand for consumption, Although 
there has been no marked advance there is less 
disposition to sell at the inside figures. There 
have been sales since our last of 50 bags blacks 
at 4@36c and small sales of silvers at 31@32c. 
The market closes very firm at 31@%2e for sil- 
vers, 3°@36c for blacks and 37@9c for gray 
blacks. The London market at last mail ad- 
vices was du!l and uninteresting. The Boston 
market is reported fairly active and firm 

Gambier is very tirm with an upward tenden- 
cy owing to the short stocks in the London 
market and asmalier supply than was antici 
pated at Singapore, added to which is an in- 
creasing demand which will not admit of the 
accumulation of stock anywhere, Since our 
last the various markets have been excited. 
London prices advancing from 198 6d to 
2is 3d as per last cable advices, when 
the market was atili firm and advancing. 
In this market the transactions cover a 
considerable quantity, both on the spot and 
to arrive. This business bas absorbed pretty 
nearly everything in store and has caused hold 
ers of Jots to arrive to look for higher figures. 
There is now nothing on the way that can be 
bought uaoder 434¢ while 474c has been asked. 
Offers of 4 35c cash cabled for a large quantity 
for December-January shipment were declined 
and no counter offers are made for the present’ 
The sales reported were 406 bags from store at 
5@i3¢c, 500 bags ex-Chasca now in port at 44%4@ 
6c, and from the various vessels toarrive and 
loading 500 tons at 444@ic. The quotations at 
the close were 5@5'4c to land and 54@5¥¢c trom 
store. The David Brown is about due with 4100 
bales, but most of this bas been sold. 


Cutch has not been so active since we last 
wrote, though it is still an article of consider- 
able interest and promises to become more so. 
There isa very firm and buoyant feeling, and 
an early advance would not be surprising. 
There is nothing offered from Calcutta for four 
months, and March deliveries at Boston are 
cabled at 644c. The London market is still ad- 
vancing. During the past week the business 
in this market has resuited in sales of 500 bxs 
M M alabs at 6c, 400 bxs Diamond Star at 644@7ec 
from store, and 200 bxs Star B at 644c. 

Sumac is without animation, the demand 
being regulated in accordance with the current 
requirements of consumers. There is a steady 
feeling and prices remain as last quoted, $85@ 
100 per ton for prime Sicily and $57 50@60 per 
ton for prime domestic, spot and future deliv- 
ery. 

Turmeric occupiesthe position held by it at 
the date of our last. Prices while steady show 
no tendency to advance, the firm feeling 
abroad, based upon exaggerated stock siate- 
ments having subsided. There is a small 
amount of business doing at 5'44@5%c for 
Aleppo root and 5e for Bengal root. 

Indigo, notwithstanding the high prices 
quoted, is in betterdemand, The scarcity of 
the finer grades of Bengals causes holders of 
the medium kinds to maintain very firm views, 
and buyers are showing mors willingness to 
meet them, The amount of business trans- 
acted was not large, but sufficient to indicate 


an improvement. Among the sales was a lot 
of 40 cases medium Bengals at terms not made 
public, but within the range quoted by us.
